All officers, including Lieut. Col. J. DeCamp Hall, com- 
manding, have been relieved from duty as instructors 
and an entirely different detail of instructors has re- 
ported. Those who were detailed for this work prior to 
the opening of the camp have reported to the organiza- 
tions they were assigned to for duty. Lieut. Col. F. J. 
McConnell, former chief mustering officer, has been de- 


tailed as camp commandant and nearly a score of other 
officers have been detailed as instructors. 

Approximately four hundred men have been added to 
the personnel of the school, bringing the total now en- 
rolled to nearly 1,000. This number is twice as great as 
the number enrolled in the third officers’ training camp 
which closed April 19 and the officer candidates from 
which recently were commissioned second lieutenants in 
the National Army. The change in plans means that 
the whole course will be started at the beginning, the 
men who reported for training May 15 to start the course 
all over again. As several weeks have been lost, as far 
as completing the course is concerned. the camp will not 
close until about the second or third week in Septem- 
ber, it is now believed.. Among the additional men 
selected to take the training are many recruits from 
Iowa, Nebraska and Missouri, who reported under the 
Selective Service law in the increments called to the 
colors over the five-day period which began May 25.

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CAMP A. A. HUMPHREYS. 


Camp A. A. Humphreys, Va., June 12, 1918. 

Brig. Gen. Lytle Brown and Col. Roger D. Black, 
C.E., paid a visit to this camp last week, making a tour 
of inspection. General Brown spoke before an audience 
of all the officers of the camp. 

The 17,000 troops now at this camp have plenty of 
entertainment these days. Saturday night there was an 
audience of some 8,000 men at the natural amphitheater 
and nearly every man was singing at the top of his 
lungs under direction of Mr. J. W. Reynolds, the Y.M. 
C.A.’s popular song leader. The same Saturday evening 
there was a very large crowd of soldiers at Alexandria, 
Va.. where the street had been roped off and there was 
dancing on the street pavement to music by the 28th 
Engineers Band from Accoquan. Besides these two 
affairs the various Y.M.C.A. buildings and tents in camp 
were full of men enjoying the regular nightly program. 

Our camp newspaper, The Castle, has grown from six 
nages in the first issue to sixteen pages in the third issue. 
There are various articles contributed, one by Capt. H. 
D. Trounce, who saw two years in the trenches, also 
items of local interest from each regiment. 

Assistant Secretary of War Benedict Crowell and 
Major Gen. William M. Black, Chief of Engineers. visited 
this camp June 11, for the purpose of observing the 
training. the school course and the practical work done 
by the 17.000 Engineer troops now here. Colonel Park, 
Major Harris and Major Lanagan were present at the 
driving of the first rivet in the first ship at the Virginia 
Shipbuilding Company yard in Alexandria, Va., the after- 
noon of Memorial Day. The President drove the first 
rivet, although he feared because he had no union card 
there might be some objection. Mrs. Wilson named the 
boat Gunston Hall from Gunston Hall, a large estate 
visible from our camp, which once belonged to Lord 
Fairfax. : 

This camp has a most excellent record, despite the 
critics who said the location was very unhealthy because 
the camp is practically on a peninsula, but 150 feet above 
the water. Of 17,500 men in camp June 10, only 265 
were on the sick list. a rate of one and one-half per cent. 
On May 4. the day Secretary Baker, General March and 
General Black were here for the flag raising, there was 
not one man on the sick list in camp. although there were 
some 8,000 men turned out to hear the Secretary’s speech 
that day. Most of the cases of sickness now here were 
brought in from other camps.

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MOTOR MECHANICS AT CAMP GREENE. 
Camp Greene, N.C., June 8, 1918. 

Future soldier residents of Camp Greene, situated near 
Charlotte, N.C., will long be grateful that the Motor 
Mechanics, Signal Corps, have been stationed at that 
camp. Charlotte prided herself on the fact that all of 
her homes were opened to soldiers from Camp Greene, 
but since the advent of the Motor Macs not only have 
their own homes remained open, but they have provided 
the boys with a home of their own. Residents of Char- 
lotte purchased an old mansion in the center of town, 
furnished it completely and turned it over to the Motor 
Macs for completion. They did the landscaping, did over 
the entire interior, installed shower baths, put in light 
fixtures and new plumbing, built in a wide piazza and 
to add a finishing touch built a fine large dance pavilion. 
This is exclusively a soldiers’ club for enlisted men only. 
The War Community Service wanted a hotel, in Char- 
lotte for soldiers’ families. They got the use of an old 
hospital and the Motor Macs altered and painted until it 
is now a first class family hotel. The hostess house in 
camp burned down. An old plantation home within the 
camp site was secured and the Motor Macs put on the 
job, and in seven days had a pleasing hostess house ready 
for opening. The roads in Camp Greene were a fright. 
The Motor Macs put those in their own area in first 
class shape and now the balance of the camp has fol- 
lowed suit. All of this madé the soldiers thirsty and in 
Charlotte it was a case of buying soda water or going 
thirsty so the Motor Macs put in several drinking foun- 
tains where soldiers or civilians, horses or automobiles, 
ean have a sanitary drink.

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DISCIPLINE. 
Colonel Applin of the British Military Mission de- 





livered an interesting lecture to the officers of the 31st 
Division at Camp Wheeler, Ga., in which he said on 
the subject of discipline: 

“There is only one thing that will win this war. The 
Germans have had it for years; the finest discipline in 
the world. The whole nation has been preparing for 
over forty years for the present war, not alone the army 


but the whole nation, and all the preparations made and 
planned are based on discipline. It was, therefore, 
not to be wondered at that when the United States en- 
tered into the war the German general staff issued the 
following statement: “The German people need not fear 
the entrance of America into this war, because America 
js a democracy and will never attain the standard of 
discipline required.’ This opinion was well founded, as 
Americans would never accept German discipline (the 
discipline of brute force, and they know no other). 
“How, then, have British successes been possible? 
Through discipline—instantaneous, and given willingly. 
Not the German discipline of force and fear, but the 
discipline of respect for superior officers. The British, 
and our French brothers in arms, would no more think 
of accepting the discipline of the Germans than would 
Americans, but the officers have succeeded in maintain- 
ing a discipline of higher grade and character than ever 
existed in the German army. They have established the 
discipline of democracy, which is the instant and will- 
ing obedience of an order, or in the absence of an order, 
what you believe it would have been. This can be ac 
cepted by any American without in the least lowering 
his self-respect, his high morale, or his ideals of a de 
mocracy. 
“Discipline is and must be supreme. All other things 
must be secondary. Machine guns, trench mortars, hand 
grenades, airplanes, artillery, gas, and last, but not least, 
the bayonet, cannot be of any value in the hands of 
troops poorly disciplined. A few well organized and 
disciplined men can hold off a mob, and the higher the 


~ discipline the better the results. In one word, the en- 


tire army from general to buck private in the rea! rank 
must ‘click’ at the word of command. ; 

“When you sum up all the things we have to do in 
order to make the big machine run smoothly, we find 
that all work for one thing—to win the war; and to dott 
we must have discipline. Instantaneous obedience, givel 
willingly.”

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METHOD OF EXTRACTING GREASE. 

A method of extracting all grease and fats from t 
waste water of company kitchens without the fatigue and

In the upper half 
of one barrel is placed a erate-like arrangement which 
holds a quantity of niter cake (2 Na2 804 plus H2 S04), 
the solid fused salt remaining after the manufacture of 
nitric acid or sulphurie acid. It is very cheap, plentiful, 
and being in lump form is easily shipped. The screen is 


placed over this crate holding the niter cake and water 
oyer the niter cake the fats are released and will rise to 
the top. Through the bottom of the barrel a hole is 
pored and the pipe screwed in and brought up outside 


the barrel so that when the water reaches about two- 
thirds the height of the barrel it will be drawn off into 
another barrel. The water can be poured into a ditch 
or used to sprinkle the ground. The reclaimed grease is 


removed from the barrel and worked over by the reclaim-

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OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 
Messenger Service Towards Field Clerks’ Longevity. 





An opinion was requested of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army as to the right of Kay Rossman, Army 
field clerk, to qualify under the Act of Aug. 21, 1916, 
for the allowance authorized for field clerks after twelve 
years’ service. It appears that Rossman has served six- 
ten years as a headquarters messenger. Under the 
terms of the act at least three years of the twelve years’ 
service shall be on detached duty. Rossman’s state- 
ment showed that he had served as a messenger at Fort 
Bliss and Fort Douglas, and during his service as such 
messenger he had performed clerical and sub-clerical 
work wherever stationed. For the last five years he 
had been doing full clerical duty on a salary of $60 per 
month in addition to such duties as are usually assigned 
tp a messenger. In a memorandum issued April 22, 
1918, from The Adjutant General’s Office it is stated 
that the Secretary of War had held that the phrase “and 
after twelve years’ service” in the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, 
relating to an Army field clerk refers only to service in 
the capacity of headquarters clerk or headquarters mes- 
senger or Army field clerk. While the statute does not 
n terms include messengers or messenger service, it is 
the view of the Judge Advocate General that it should 
be liberally construed as having reference to that class 
f employees, and whenever a messenger is considered 
worthy of being promoted to the position of Army field 
erk his services as messenger should count towards 
fufilling the twelve-year requirement before the allow- 
ance ientioned in the statute can be given. It is held 
tht Rossman is entitled to the allowances authorized 
for Army field clerks after twelve years’ service. 
Right of Drafted Men to Insurance. 

A drafted man, according to the Presidential regula- 
tions, is inducted into the military service from the time 
he is required to report for military service. From that 
moment he is an enlisted man within the definition of 
Section 22 of the War Risk Insurance Act of Oct. 6, 
1917 (40 Stat., 398), and as such becomes entitled to 
insurance under Article IV. of that act without any 
physical examination, irrespective of whether he be ill or 
diseased or otherwise so circumstanced that he would be 
mable to procure insurance from any private insurance 
company. 

Disposition of Government Property. 

The War Department is without legal authority to 
donate to a municipality, or to a private person, Govern- 
ment property, although the same is of little or no value. 
AR. 680, carrying out the provisions of R.S., Section 
1241, requires that military stores and public property 
fuund to be damaged or unsuitable for public service, 
and accordingly condemned and ordered to be sold, must 
be disposed of for cash at auction or to the highest bidder 
on sealed proposals. 





Uniforms Not Furnished by Government. 

Where institutions, at which one or more units of the 
teserve Officers’ Training Corps are maintained, furnish 
wiforms for their students and receive commutation 
therefor under the Act of May 12, 1917 (40 Stat., 40), 
sich uniforms remain the property of the institutions in 
question, or of the students themselves. Since such uni- 
forms are not the property of the United States within 
the provisions of Section 47 of the National Defense Act 
(39 Stat., 166), neither a bond nor an insurance policy 
should be required in such cases. 

Rights of Retired Enlisted Man. 

The acceptance by a retired enlisted man of an ap- 
pointment to a higher grade while employed on active 
duty, under Section 7 of the Act of May 18, 1917 (40 
Stat., 76), will not affect his retired status. Upon the 
termination of his active duty he will revert to the same 
status as a retired enlisted man which he occupied prior 
to the acceptance of an appointment in the temporary 
forces, and will again become entitled to the retired 
pay and allowances of an enlisted man of his grade on 
the enlisted man’s retired list. During his active duty 
his pay on the retired list is in abeyance. 

Right to Extra-Duty Pay. 

A number of enlisted men were required by the mili- 
tary authorities to unload certain lighters containing 
Signal Corps supplies, because it was considered an un- 
desirable risk as well as slow handling to have the rail- 
toads do this work. Inasmuch as it was the duty of the 
railroad company to unload the lighters the company paid 
lor the services of the soldiers, and a part of the sum so 
paid was expended for the convenience of the soldiers in 
Connection with their work. Held, that such soldiers 
are hot entitled to extra-duty pay, since it was their duty 
‘0 carry out their orders without any additional compen- 
sation; accordingly, although it was proper to use so 
much of the fund as was necessary to provide the men 
With subsistence and to pay such other expenses as were 
hecessarily incident thereto, there is no justification for 
distri ug the balance of this money among such sol-

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FIELD ARTILLERY CONCENTRATION 

All Field Artillery activity in this country henceforth 
will be concentrated at four camps. Three of them have 
been designated and the fourth will be selected within a 
few days. The three are Fort Sill, Okla. (embracing 
both the old Regular Army military reservation and the 
National Guard camp known as Doni- 
phan) ; Camp Jackson, Columbia, 8.C.; and Camp Zach- 
ary Taylor, Louisville, Ky. - Fort Sill and Camp Jack- 
son are in operation as Artillery camps and activity will 
start at Camp Taylor within a week. At all four camps 
Artillery brigade training centers will be located. There 
will be Artillery replacement depots also at Camp Jack- 
son and Camp Taylor. Only one Artillery officers’ train- 
ing school will be conducted in the future. This will be 
at Camp Taylor.

howitzers and French 75-mm. guns. Fort Sill is the 
only place in this country where the French 75-mm. guns 
have been used in training so far. Additional guns, suffi- 
cient for four battalions, however, were sent to this coun- 
try by the French government a month ago. Some of 
these will be in that part of the military reservation 
known as Camp Doniphan, where a National Guard di- 
vision was trained. One brigade of Artillery already is 
in camp and another is moving in. Lieut. Col. Edmund 
L. Gruber, N.A., is in command of the training center. 
Complete Artillery brigades will be put through an in- 
tensive period of training for eight to ten weeks. Two 
brigades will be handled at a time, receiving final prepa- 
ration for service in France. Each Artillery brigade in- 
cludes about 4,700 men. 

The Artillery brigade training center at Camp Jackson 
also has facilities for two brigades. One brigade is 
there now and another will arrive shortly. Lieut. Col. 
Thomes D. Osborne, N.A., is in command. The Field 
Artillery replacement depot at Camp Jackson is in com- 
mand of Lieut. Col. Robert M. Danford, N.A. Artillery 
recruits, including drafted men from all parts of the 
country, are being sent there. The replacement depot 
accommodates about ~ 24,000 men. Surplus and unas- 
signed Artillery officers are stationed there also, about 
2.000 being there at present. The summer training camp 
for Artillery units of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
of Yale University and the Virginia Military Institute 
will be conducted from Aug. 1 to Sept. 1 at this camp 
under Colonel Danford. The fourth Artillery camp, the 
site of which has not yet been determined, will consist 
only of a brigade training center.

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SUBMARINES SuNK By OUR Navy. 

“Since Jan. 1 our Navy has sunk twerty-eight Ger- 
man submarines and our sailors should have the credit 
for it,’ declared Senator John W. Weeks, member. of 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, in a public 
address on June 15. “I believe when a heroic deed is 
done it should be made public,” he added. “We have 
850,000 men on the other side now,” Senator Weeks con- 
tinued, “although they are not all fighting men. Several 
months ago I was severely criticized for asking Secretary 
Baker the number. My idea is that it is most desirable 
in any democracy to give absolute publicity to all affairs.”

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MemonraL TO Horatio L. Warr, 

In memory of Horatio Loomis Wait, formerly of the 
U.S. Navy, a mémorial volume has recently been pri- 
yately printed recording his services.in the Navy and 
his later career until his death in Chicago in July, 1916. 
Mr. Wait, wlio. was born in August, 1836, was of pure 
New England stock, and a. descendant of revolutionary 
ancestors who fought to establish the independence of 
this country. At the outbreak of the Civil War he en- 
listed in Co. D, 60th IHinois Inf. In July; 1862,-he was 
commissioned an assistant paymaster, U.S. Navy, and 
continued in the Service until he resigned while holding 
the rank of lieutenant commander, in 1870, to take up 
the practice of law in Chieago. In 1876 he was ap- 
poiuted master in chancery of the Cireuit Court of 
Covk county and held that office for over forty years; in 
both the Navy and his judicial career winning the re- 
gard and respect of all who knew him. During his naval 
service he ‘was under Admiral Dupont on the U.S.8. 
Pembina in the squadron blockading the entrance to 
Savannah, and later in a cruise to the West Indies in 
pursuit of the privateer Alabama. In 1862 he was with 
Farragut’s squadron in the blockade at Pensacola and 
off Mobile, where he did his full share of deck and+boat 
duty, volunteering for this in addition to his work as 
paymaster, as the Navy was then continually short of 
deck officers. In 1863 he was on duty on Rear Admiral 
John A. Dahlgren’s flagship Philadelphia. ‘There he 
made use of an unusual facility with pencil and brush 
in sketches that were a valuable part of the official re- 
ports, many of them being reproduced later in the naval 
histories. He sketched through a telescope the first sub- 
marine torpedoboat which was being built in Charleston. 
A copy of this sketch reached the hands of Jules Verne 
and probably gave him the idea of “Twenty Thousand 
Leagues Uader the Sea.” Paymaster Wait had charge 
of the fleet of tugs and auxiliaries which were named 
after flowers, such as Marigold, etc., and was nicknamed 
“Wait’s bouquet.” He was at the bombardment of Fort 
Sumter, took part in all the operations during the siege 
of Charleston until its capitulation, and in the co-opera- 
tive movements with the Army when General Sherman 
reached the coast in the neighborhood of Savannah. At 
the close of the war Mr. Wait was transferred to the 
U.S.S8. Ino and made a cruise with the European Squad- 
ron, his vessel being the first of the U.S. Navy to enter 
many of the European ports after the close of the war. 
Later he was on the U.S.S. New Hampshire under Rear 
Admiral S. C. Rowan, and his last service was at the 
Pensacola Navy Yard, to which he was ordered as in- 
spector in 1868. 
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A Private WHo Mave Bags. 

The Aberdeen proving ground has suddenly loomed up 
as a source of inspiration to the magazine writers. 
Arthur Ruhl wrote several columns about the new Mary- 
land proving ground in a recent issue of Collier's, and 
now comes William Hard in the New Republic, tell- 
ing this story of how a private at the proving grounds 
made bags: 

“A drum sounds and, with it, in time with it, bugles 
I turn and see a column of men marching. They march 





well. They are soldiers. But they wear overalls. They 
are special United States Ordnance troops. ‘They herve 
become special Ordnance troops quite suddenly. There 


was a demand at Aberdeen not long ago for bags, more 
bags, lots of bags, for powder charges. The bag-sewers 
in camp were toiling diligently but not successfully. 
They could not keep pace with the demand. Up then 
spoke a gallant young private. 

“*May I speak, sir? said he to the officer in charge. 
‘Speak on,’ said the officer. ‘You see, sir,’ said the lad, 
‘I’m vice president of a babies’ underwear company. I 
know all about sewing. And if you'd let me go home 
to my factory for a couple of days I'd come back with 
enough sewed bags to win the war.’ ‘Go to it,’ said the 
officer. He went, he returned, he delivered.”

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Vireinta Potytecunic’s Recorp. 

The admirable record of service by graduates of the 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute is shown in data prepared 
by the secretary of its Alumni Association, which we 
receive from a graduate now an officer of the Coast Ar- 
tillery. One year ago there were not over a dozen men 
from Virginia Polytechnic in the Army. Following were

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TRAINING IN GAS DEFENSE. 

A correspondent writing to us concerning gas defense 
instruction at his camp says: “First a fog horn blows 
and gas shells are attathed to an electric wire about five 
feet apart and then they are exploded, making a big 
cloud that sweeps down on you; this is tear gas. If you 
do not get your gas mask on in time it makes your eyes 
and nose run and also makes you vomit. Then there is 
a gas house where they give you chlorine gas. One 
can’t live more than three minutes in it, but with a 
mask on it doesn’t get you. One man leads the line of 
about sixty into the house. They all have to march in 
in single file and take seats around the house. The rest 
of the men have to stand up. All doors are shut and 
if gas gets you you just put up your hand as a signal 
and they let you out of the house. A man, however, will 
fall down, as a general rule, before he gives in. It is a 
funny experience. You can almost hear the angels sing 
and bells ringing.”

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S.A.W. RESOLUTION AGAINST GeRMAN LANGUAGE. 

At the May meeting of the Society of American Wars, 
Commandery of New York, a resolution was unani- 
mously carried urging the duly constituted authorities, 
national, state and municigal, to compel the discontinu- 
ance of the study of German in public and private schools 
and to take steps to suppress the further publication of 
all newspapers, books, leaflets, magazines and other 





periodicals printed in the German language, as “subver- 
sees of the principles urrdsrlying America’s free inati- 
utions. 


GENERAL MARCH ANALYZES. WAR SITUATION. 

Gen, Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., began 
his-weekly series of discussions of the-war situation..with 
the. Washington correspondents in his office in the War 
Department on June 15, in the course of which he stated 
that the United States had on that day passed the 
800,000 mark in troops sent overseas. He explained, for 
the benefit of civilians, that this number takes in troops 
of all kinds that go to make up an army, including com- 
batant forces, the: medical service, and the service of the 
rear; and laid emphasis on this fact, declaring that in 
every announcement regarding the number of troops 
shipped abroad the figures include all non-combatant and 
combatant forces. He also said that in the future an 
announcement will be made as to the number of troops 
abroad every time a substantial increase occurs. 

In his talk to the correspondents on the military 
situation along the western front General March outlined 
briefly the advances made by the Germans in the four 
major drives opening with the one on the Picardy front 
on March 21. This drive reached an extra penetration 
of thirty-six miles. The Flanders drive, which started 
April 9, penetrated at its greatest depth a distance of 
thirteen miles, while the Marne drive went forward 
thirty-eight miles at the point of greatest penetration. 
The drive started June 9 northwest of Chateau-Thierry, 
reaching as far as Montdidier, penetrating an average 
distance of five and one-half to six miles. “The Allies 
have had to cover an extended front as a result of these 
advances,” said General March. “The total stretching of 
the line from Reims to the sea is sixty-six miles. In 


order to cover that extra line the Allies have had to 
employ more men than at the start. 
“The obvious’ objectives of the Germans,” he con- 


tinued, ‘“‘were, first, the Channel ports, the loss of which 
would make it necessary for England to ship troops fur- 
ther out to sea, making the turn around longer, slower 
and more dangerous. The second objective was the cap- 
ture of Paris, which would. be of great strategic impor- 
tance on account of its value sentimentally and prac- 
tically to the people of France. All these advances have 
been stopped. The last advance, the one now in pfog- 
ress, which is being held firmly at most points, is for 
the purpose of straightening out the enemy's line rather 
than a military move with a definite objective looking 
to the taking of Paris. Germany wants to get rid of 
the dangerous angles in the fighting line. Our ‘latest 
advices are that west of Soissons the Germans are still 
attacking for this purpose.” 

Concerning reports that the Allies and Americans will 
have a definite superiority of man power on the western 
front in July, General ‘March said: “It is difficult to 
predict a definite date when a mastering superiority will 
be in the hands of the Allies. The number of men we 
are sending is limited only by the tonnage capacity to 
carry them.” 

In reply to. published statements that in their Marne 
offensive the Germans at some points passed the old 
Marne line of 1914, General March said: “At no point 
have the Germans gone as far as their original advance 
on Paris. The nearest point of approach is some twenty 
and one-half miles further back than the 1914 line.” 

General March also attended a meeting of the War 
Council on the same day and told those members of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs present that the 
situation on the western front is more favorable to the 
Allies than at any time since the beginning of the Ger- 
man drive last March. Due to the rapidity with which 
the Americans are being sent across the Atlantic to 
France, the Allies are gradually gaining numerical supe- 
riority over the German forces in France, he said. The 
United States already has sent sufficient troops to make 
good the wastage of men in the Allied armies since the 
German March drive began. The Germans, on. the 
other hand, have been draining their man power and 
have no way in which to make it up. 
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HOW THE ARMY IS GROWING. 

Major Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, U.S.A., Provost» Mar- 
shal-General, appeared before the Senate Military Com- 
mittee June 15 at a hearing on the bill introduced by 
Senator France, of Maryland, which provides for the 
enrolment of every male betweén eighteen and forty-five 
years of age for military, agricultural, or industrial ser- 
vice. The most striking statement he made which was 


permitted to be published was that the Army of the 
United States would include 3,000,000 men under arms 





- by Aug. 1, and that our Artillery program was based on 


that figure. He further stated that approximately 2,- 
000,000 of these troops would be men selected for the 
National Army and the remaining 1,000,000 men re- 
cruited under the volunteer system for the Regular Army 
and the National Guard. 

General Crowder was questioned concerning a pro- 
vision in the Army Appropriation bill providing for rais- 
ing and equipping new National Guard units to act 
mainly as home defenders. Senator Chamberlain, chair- 
man of the committee, took the position that this would 
be a waste of money. It was his understanding, Senator 
Chamberlain said, that members of the new National 
Guard could not be drafted or called into the Federal 
service. This was an erroneous impression, General 
Crowder said, as all units so formed were subject to 
Federal draft, if the necessity arose. General Crowder 
said that, personally, he inclined to Senator Chamber- 
lain’s view that the use of Government funds at this 
time for building up a new National Guard was unwise, 
but added that the War Department might have a pur- 
fm unknown to him. He hinted that the situation in 
Mexico and along the border might be the answer to the 
Department’s wish to have a National Guard. 

In regard to the France bill General Crowder said: 
“I heartily approve the principle of enlarging enrolment. 
My personal ideas concerning the age limits differ from 
those of Senator France.” Secretary Baker, General 
Crowder indicated, holds totally contrary views, and does 
not favor any extension of enrolment, in spite of the 
obvious alternative—invasion of deferred classes early 
in 1919. General Crowder submitted to the committee 
figures on the men available for service in the various 
classes. In Class 2 there are, 500,000, which, as Gen- 
eral Crewder indicated, would provide men for little 
more than one call. In Class 3 there are a few more 
than 400,000. It is not until Class 4 is reached, with 
its great proportion of young married men with children, 
that any considerable number of soldiers could be found. 
There are more than 3,000,000 in this class. “I can 
get an army of almost any reasonable size by going down 
through the classes,” said General Crowder. put it 
means a derangement of industry and a breaking up of 
families.”

This does not 
include the men in training, which should number 17,000 
men additional, nor does it provide a permanent force for 
aviation which should include not less than 4,000 men. 
Besides this we will need 13,000 for the vessels now build- 
jng and not included in his tables above and 8,000 men 
for vessels authorized but not laid down. 

Conditions as they affect flag officers and_the fleet were 
given by Admiral Palmer who showed that our cruiser 
force is not ready to operate as a scout force since the 
commander of the cruiser force also commands the trans- 
port force to which most of his attention is given while 
his two squadron commanders have other duties in con- 
nection with troop and cargo transports that are more im- 
portant than their duties with the cruiser force. It 
would require three rear admirals to remedy this defect 
alone. With the coming of the fleet of the Eagle class 
of destroyers in the spring Admiral Palmer declared it 
will take certainly one and probably two rear admirals 
fr them if they are to be operated successfully. He 
also describes the need of two rear admirals to act as 
chiefs of staff to Admiral Benson and Vice Admiral 
Sims. Another point he makes in illustrating the short- 
age of flag officers is the heavy burdens imposed on those 


on duty as commandants of naval districts. He illus- 
trates this with the case of Rear Admiral Robert E. 
Coontz, commandant at the Puget Sound Navy Yard 


and of the Thirteenth Naval District, whose duties re- 
quire him to be on both sides of the Sound at once, which 
jg a physical impessibility as he has informed the Navy 
Department Admital Palmer states that ‘with the ex- 
ception of Admiral!

Major Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, U.S.A., submitted to Secretary of War Baker re- 
cently a review of the records of thirteen trials by gen- 
eral courts-martial convened at Camp Upton and Camp 
Gordon. The thirteen privates were all either naturalized 
citizens of German, Austrian or Rumanian birth or men 
whose parents were from these countries and although 
generally classed as “conscientious objectors’ chiefly 
objected to fighting against armies in which their rela- 
tives were soldiers. Each man clearly understood the 
questions that were put to him and the consequences of 
his persisting in refusing to fight for his native or adop- 
tive country. The original sentences of the court in- 
cluded dishonorable discharge, forfeiture of all pay and 
allowances, and confinement at hard labor for periods 
ranging from thirty years to five years. The prison 
terms were reduced in five of the cases by the reviewing 
authority from thirty years to ten years, in the case of 
the maximum term, and from five years to eighteen 
months in the instance of the minimum term. 

In presenting these cases to the Secretary of War, 
General Crowder said, in part: “These are important 
cases—important to the Government as well as to each 
of the accused. The question is not only whether these 
defendants are guilty as charged, but also did they prove 
recreant to their obligations as citizens and disloyal to 
their country, in this iis supreme test. The Government 
of the United States has the right to demand military 
service from any citizen within its borders. The men 
here accused each recognized this fact. They appreciated 
that it was only by demanding such service from its 
citizens that this or any country can continue to exist 
as a nation; if the United States, through any of its 
departments, should receive and approve their pleas as 
valid excuses for not answering the military call, then 
such an attitude weuld be, pro tanta, a surrender to the 
common enemy. 





General Crowder on Army Morale. 

“In view of the circumstances surrounding the com- 
mission of the offenses here under cons-deration, there is 
perhaps room for the contention that they were com- 
mitted under conditions approaching the inquisitorial. 
However, it must not be forgotten that the Government 
has the inherent right in cases of suspected disloyalty to 
pursue any necessary investigation even though there 
be a prima facie showing of loyalty. Each of the men 
was questioned by his superior officer, acting merely in 
the discharge of their respective duties, to inform him- 
self as to the morale of his command. Can it be said 
that a military officer should not question the men in his 
command? Is such an officer to fail to maintain dis- 
cipline because it may involve asking the men in his 
command embarrassing questions? If it came to the at- 
tention of a military official that certain men in his 
command were fomenting a mutiny, would it not be his 
duty to call the alleged ringleaders to his office and elicit 
the facts? If such an officer should neglect to take these 
steps and because of such neglect serious consequences 
ensued, could he be heard to say he had failed to resort 
to measures of suppression because it might involve in- 
quisitorial methods? Nothing is more important to the 
morale of the Army than to know definitely whether any 
of the men in the command are disloyal. The Italian 
authorities were. apparently ignorant of the extent of 
the propaganda which ramified their forces and rendered 
possible the German success in the debacle resulting in 
the loss to Italy of the Venetian plain. Having this in 
mind, it is plain that it is inherently within the power 
of the military forces in all those cases in which they 
may have any reason to suspect a lack of loyalty, to 
forthwith make any and all possible inquiry. The right 
to make such inquiry is all the more necessary since there 


are now serving in the forces of the United States men 
born in and formally owing allegiance to the sovereign- 
ties now at war with this country. 


“Since there was in the commission of these offenses 
no overt act, but merely a revelation of a state of mind, 
the question is squarely presented whether a person in 
the military service may, in the administration of mili- 
tary justice, be tried and punished for a state of mind 
prior to the commission of an overt act prompted by 
that state of mind. Clearly mutiny or a conspiracy to 
commit it is a state of mind which must be prevented by 
taking whatever steps are necessary. At the common 
law, and in fact, according to the law in many of the 
states to-day, an overt act is not. necessary to create an 
offense of conspiracy and there is no reason why any 
state of mind destructive of good order and military dis- 
cipline should not be reached and punished.” 


Secretary Baker Upholds Sentences. 
Mr. Baker’s comments on these records follow 


“FE return herewith papers connected with the records 
of thirteen trials by general court-martial convened at 
Camp Upton, N.Y., in the 77th Division, and at Camp 
Gordon, Ga., in the 82d Division. I have not the least 
doubt as to the propriety of the procedure in these cases, 
nor am I uncertain as te the correctness of the results 
reached. The soldiers in all of these cases were either 
naturalized citizens of the United States, or native citi- 
zens of the United States born of parents from countries 
with which the United States is now at war. They were 
properly members of the Army of the United States pur- 
suant to the operation of the Selective Service law. 
Doubt arose in the minds of their respective commanders, 
from some source, as to their loyalty. ‘They were there- 
upon summoned before proper officers of the Army and 
asked whether they would, in fact, fulfill their military 
obligations by fighting against Germany and Austria in 
Europe. They all answered that they would not. They 
were thereupon brought to trial by court-martial. Proper 
evidence was introduced in each case, judgments of 
guilty and appropriate sentences followed. There was 
some shuffling on the part of some of the soldiers as to 
what they meant by their answer, and some long-winded 
refinements were undertaken to the effect that some of 
them were willing-to fight Germans and Austrians gen- 
erally, but would not fight their own relatives, although 
they offered no explanation of the process by which they 
were going to discover whether particular Germans and 


Austrians whom they were required to shoot at from long 
range happened to be related to them. 

“The whole issue in these records is attenuated beyond 
endurance. In one of the records the soldier claims to 
have an uncle, evidently too old to be in the military 
service of Austria, whom he once saw, and he has heard 
of ten or twelve other relatives whom he has in Austria, 
and of some of whom he has seen photographs, which 
must have been of a very persuasive character since ae 
aroused in him emotions of blood kinship strong enoug! 
to overcome the obligations of his oath of allegiance as 
an American citizen. 

“It was manifestly proper for the cflicers in these cases 
to call these men in and question them, and I have no 
patience with the suggestion that such an inquiry was 
inquisitorial. As a matter of fact, the principle of the 
law of evidence which forbids inquiry of an accused is 
obsolescent and ought to be obsolete. It would not be 
retained in our law, but for the fact that such inquiries 
used to result in torture, and even in modern times are 
carried to the point of mental torture, if not physical 
violence. But, quite apart from that and whatever may 
be the sound procedure in civil and criminal proceedings, 
the Army of a country cannot be allowed to be infiltrated 
with men with desertion and treason in their hearts, if 
it can be discovered; nor are military commanders re- 
quired to wait until the overt act of desertion or trea- 
son in the face of the enemy has taken place. The con- 
sequences of such delay are too serious and affect too 
many innocent persons to give any soldier meditating 
such act exemption from inquiry. It is obvious that 
entirely loyal and innocent soldiers might be killed, an 
army checked, and a nation destroyed by a sufficient num- 
ber of such persons, and a military commander who did 
not take the very reasonable steps shown by these records 
to prevent such a catastrophe would be blameworthy in 
the highest degree. ‘ 

“Nor have | any doubt as to the propriety of the con- 
victions and the sentences imposed. These men were full 
citizens of the United States, most of them by the volun- 
tary act of naturalization. They were full citizeng in 
the sense that they have equal rights and privileges with 
all other citizens. They have also equal responsibilities. 
When they were clothed with citizenship, the Govern- 
ment annexed no “ifs” nor “ands.” It did not say that 
they should have the protection of certain clauses of the 
Constitution of the United States and be denied others, 
but it gave them all rights and privileges of American 
citizenship, and they in turn assumed all the duties and 
responsibilities of that status. Among these duties and 
responsibilities, is to protect the United States against 
all of iis enemies, domestic and foreign. - No right is 
extended to a naturalized citizen to pick and choose, to 
say that he will fight the Japanese, or the French or 
the British, but will not fight the Germans or the Aus- 
trians. The oath of allegiance in terms excludes mental 
reservations on the part of the applicant, and is explicit 
in the use of the inclusive phrase ‘all enemies, domestic 
and foreign.’ 

“These men have, therefore, frankly declined to’ per- 
form that part of the contract whereby they have enjoyed 
the large benefits of American citizenship. If they could 
decline to perform this duty they could decline to con- 
tinue in a battle, because, in their judgment, it would be 
better to stop; they could decline to pay taxes; they 
could decline to recognize and respect the rights of others 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. In other 
words, it is simply inadmissible that any such election 
shall be left in the citizen, and when an attempted 
election is made involving the coantry, the punitive 
processes of such discipline as is herein proposed are th-- 
only available correction. In my judgment the sentences 
should be executed, and if after this war is over some 
process can be devised by which these entirely undesir- 
able citizens can be returned to the countries of their 
preference it would be highly desifable from the point of 
view of the safety of the United States.

ORDNANCE DISTRICTS REORGANIZED. 


A reorganizgation of administrative methods in the 
ten Ordnance distriets into which the country has been 
divided was announced by Brig. Gen. C. C. Williams, 
Acting Chief of Ordnance, on June 16. Each district is 
henceforth to be under the: supervision of a single ex- 
ecutive officer, to be designated district chief. General 
Williams has appointed the following district chiefs, each 
man having formerly been in charge of the production 
division of his district: Boston, Levi H. Greenwood; 
Bridgeport, Waldo C. Bryant; Chicago, E. A. Russell; 
Cincinnati, C. L. Harrison; Cleveland, Samuel C. Scoyil; 
Detroit, Fred J. Robinson; Philadelphia, John ©. Jones; 
Pittsburgh, R. M. Dravo; and Rochester, F. 8. Noble; 
General Williams has issued orders that the district chief 
shall have administrative charge in the offices, and supér- 
vision over field work, in order to co-ordinate the efforts 
of the field forces and the contractors. Each district 
chief will be responsible directly to the Acting Chief of 
Ordnance. Working under each district chief there will 
be an inspection manager, production manager, financial 
manager, property manager and personnel manager. 

The organization is also announced of a group of manu- 
facturing specialists, each of whom will give his atten- 
tion to one particular phase of ordnance production. W. 
W. Coleman, of the Bucyrus Company, Milwaukee, and 
A. L. Humphrey, of the Westinghouse Air Brake Com- 
pany, will specialize in the supervision of production of 
guns and carriages of all sizes and types. They will go 
from one factory to another, in the effort to co-ordinate 
the manufacturers of the various parts of guns and car- 
riages. C. E. Davis, of New York, an engineer and 
manufacturer, will supervise the manufacture of fire- 
control and other optical instruments required by the. 
Ordnance Department. Harbeck, of the American 
Can Company, will supervise loading plants, including 
those in which fixed ammunition is assembled and loaded 
and those in which the loading of larger shells and the 
preparation of charges for larger shells is undertaken. 
J. M. Young, of the American Can Company, and Her- 
bert Wolff, of the American Car and Foundry Company, | 
Chicdgo, will specialize on the machining of shells for 
mobile artillery. H. H. Blood, of the Pratt and Whit- 
ney Company, Hartford, Conn., is to follow up the pro- 
duction of fuses, boosters and adapters for shells of all 
kinds. George C. Brainerd, of the Hydraulic Pressed 
Steel Company, of Cleveland, will specialize on the pro- 
duction of shell forgings. The Acting Chief of Ordnance 
plans to have this group of specialists continue their 
work until full production is obtained. The works of 
the Bethlehem Steel Company and all arsenals, provi 
grounds and other ordnance establishments are cxcspted 
from the requirements of this reorganization. 
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CLASSIFICATION AND RATING OF OFFICERS. 


When the number of officers of the Army was tremen- 
dously increased as the result of the enlarged Army the 
question of proper classification and efficiency rating 
presented a serious problem and it was retognized that 
the methods then in use of estimating efficiency and ar- 
riving at a suitable rating did not meet the requirements 
of the emergency for rating the additional officers. There 
Was a wide divergence in the views of Army officers re- 
garding the best method and tRe services of experts from 
civil life were called to the aid of the War Department 
to work out the problem. 

The Committee on Classification of Personnel was soon 
working out plans for the classification of the enlisted 
and drafted men, and when that task was completed the 
committee took up the subject of classification and rating 
for the commissioned personnel. The result of the com- 
mittee’s labors on that line is now being. put in force 
under the provisions of General Order No. 46, of May 
9, 1918, Sec. V. The full text of the order appears 
under our Army heading. Major Gen. Peyton C. March, 
Acting Chief of Staff, called the attention of all officers 
to the paragraphs of Sec. V. in regard to the rating of 
officers. ‘They are as follofvs: 

General Order as to Rating and Classification. 

8. All officers of the Army below the grade of brigadier gen 
eral, on active duty and serving within the continental limits 
of the United States, will be classified and rated according to 
the rating scale method now in use in the case of line officers 
and in certain of the staff corps and departments. Each officer 
will fill owt an officers’ qualification card and will be rated ac 
cording to the rating scale on or before June 30, 1918 In 
ease of transfer, whether within the United States or oversen, 
this card will be rated, and inclosed in a sealed envelope or 
package. It will accompany the officer and be delivered to the 
commanding officer to whom he reports. 

4.,Duplicate officers’ qualification cards will be made before 
July 5, 1918, and will be forwarded by the division, depart- 
ment, district, post, camp or other station commander directly 
to The Adjutant General of the Army, except that duplicate 
ecards of officers vf staff corps and departments of the National 
Guard, National Army and Officers’ Reserve Corps will be for- 
warded to the chief of the staff corps or department concerned. 
The above will not apply where duplicates have been forwarded 
under previous instructions 

5. Applications for qualification record cards, tables of oceu 
pational needs, officers’ qualification cards and instructions for 
their use will be made to The Adjutant Ceneral of the Army, 
Room 528, War Department. 


Qualification Record Cards. 


The qualification record cards sent out to ollicers give 
elaborate tabular blanks which enable an officer to check 
occupation at which he is experienced, those at which he 
is expert, the last civil occupation in which he was en- 
gaged, what were the nature of his duties and the length 
of his experience, etc. Occupations are indicated by 
numbers from 1 to 67 in all. Not all cards include all 
numbers; special cards, for example, for medical officers 
include certain of these numbers that are ‘common to the 
cards used by all officers and omit other numbers that do 
not pertain to the special service. Occupations are un- 
der general headings with subheads for special duties. 
For example, under accounting and clerical work are 
included as subheads, accountant, auditor, bookkeeper, 
clerk, statistician, disbursing agent and office manager. 
The general headings for civil eccupations, from 1 to 47, 
are: 

Accounting and clerical work; aeronautics; agriculture; ani- 
mal training; architecture; artist; automobile, truck and tractor 
industry; bacteriologist; budgets and finance; chemica) in- 
dustry; civil engineering; clothing manufacturer; contracting 
and construction; detective; drafting and charting; electrical 
industry; gas indwetry; heating and ventilation; horseman; in- 
spector, buyer, manufacturer; instrument maker or repairer; 
internal combustion engine industry (not automobile); laundry 
and dry cleaning manager: lawyer; lumbering; machinery in- 
dustry; manufacturing, general; _medicine; merchandizing; 
metallurgist; mining and quarrying industry; navigation; per- 
sonnel direction; photography; physicist; printing; provision- 
ing; failroading: sanitation and reclamation; selling; steam 
eugincefing; steel mill foreman or superintendent; teacher or 
instructor; telegraph service; telephone service; transportation ; 
writer. . 

Separate columns give space for indicating experience 
or aptitude in military qualifications. In the numbers 
which run from 48 to 59 the general headings and sub- 
divisions are as follows: 

Infantry and Cavalry: Automatic rifle; bayonet; drill: equi- 





tation; gws defense; grenade, hand rifle; machine guns; mus 
ketry; physical training; pistol; remount service; swordsman-

bership in societies, etc. Also the usual indications as to 
age, height, address and parentage, single or married, 
number of children, ete. Preference for branch of Ser- 
vice and special duty in that bremch may be indicated, 
There follows a blank to be filled out by the rating offi-

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cet, indicating his knowledge of the officer and his opin- 
ion of his qualifications. 


Special Instructions. 

As the provisions of the order so radically changed all 
the former regulations on the subject, it was deemed ad- 
visable by The Adjutant General to provide special in- 
struction for officers regarding the new rating plan. A 
number of competent instructors under the direction of 
Dr. Walter D. Seott, of the Carnegie Institute, now a 
member of the Committee on Classification of Personnel, 
were sent to the various camps to explain the system and 
the manner of rating under it. 

It was found that there wds no uniform system in 
vogue for rating officers, and it was rare that any two 
officers followed identical lines in rating their subordi- 
nates. It followed that officers would not all ‘agree in 
approval of the new system and there was decided oppo 
sition in some of the divisions, but the plan received the 
approval of the General Staff and The Adjutant General, 
and as it is being tried out in practice its merits are 
becoming generally admitted. 

Rating is to be based upon the following points: 
1. Physical qualities; 2. Intelligence; 3. Leadership; 
4. Personal qualities; 5. General value to the Service. 
In order that there might be uniformity in the methods 
of rating, it was found necessary to issue spécial instruc- 
tions, which were sent out from the office of The Adju- 
tant General. ‘These were dated in May, but are only 
re being fully distributed to the Service. They are as 
OlOWS: 


WAR DEPT., THE ADJUTANT GENERAL'S OFFICE, 
INSTRUCTIONS FOR RATING COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 
1. The Rating Scale:— 

The Rating Scale herein described is to be used in filling out 
the blanks provided for Rating on the reverse side of the Offi- 
cers’ Qualification Card (Form CCP 1101). Each officer will fill 
out this Qualification Card as directed on the card itself and 
deliver it to his immediate superior. This officer should see 
that it is correctly made out and then enter upon it his own 
rating of the subordinate. This Rating Officer will forward the 
ecards he has rated to his immediate superior for approval or 
revision (any changes to be entered in red ink). Each supe- 
rior officer is expected to exercise an active supervision of his 
subordinatey especially in securing uniformity of standards and 
methods.. Cards are to be sent through military channels to 
Division Headquarters or to the corresponding Headquarters 
having charge of assigning, transferring and promoting the 
officers. ‘ 

2. Preparing and Using the Rating Scales :— 

(a) Each Rating Officer will make his own scale, accordin 
to the directions given below, for each of the five essential qual- 
ities for an officer, namely, Physical Qualities, Intelligence, 
Leadership, Personal Qualities and General Value to the Ser- 
vice. 

(b) Write on a slip of paper the names of ten or more offi- 
cers of your own rank (preferably of about the same age as 
the subordinates to be rated) with whom you have served or 
with whom you are well acquainted. Include as many whose 
qualifications are poor or indifferent as you do of those who are 
highly efficient, This list serves merely as a convenient reser- 
voir of names although the names written on the scale may in- 
clude several others. 

(c) On the second page instructions for preparing the rating 
scale for Physical Qualities are given in detail, each of the 
other four rating scales should be prepared in a corresponding 
manner. For your convenience, a blank rating scale for each 
of the five qualities is provided: Above each scale are printed 
the particular qualities to be considered when making it. 

(d) Make experimental ratings of several of your subordi- 
nates in terms of a tentative scale before actually rating them. 
If you have trouble in comparing your subordinates with any 
particular officer on your scale, substitute the name of some 
other officer. Proceed in this way until you have a scale which 
you can use readily and confidently as the basis of your esti- 
mates. 

(e) If a subordinate seems to fall between two officers whom 
you have listed on the scale, give him credit for a number of 
poinis between that for the one above him and that for the one 
below him. For example, if a candidate, in physical qualities, 
sooms to fall below the officer listed as “middle,” but above the 
officer listed as “low,” give him credit for 7 or 8 points. 

(f) The significant feature of this system is the comparison 
of each candidate with known officers, thus supplying a con- 
crete standard for judgment. Form the habit of comparing each 
candidate with the officers listed on your Rating Scale under 
each of the five qualities. Avoid the tendency to assign numer- 
ical ratings—e.g., 12, 9, 6—without first making the concrete 
com parisons. 

(zg) Beeause the Rating Scale calls attention separately and 
consecutively to exch of these several essential qualifications for 
an officer, it lessens the danger that judgments may be based on 
miner defects, with a corresponding disregard of important vir- 
tues. Make the judgment on each characteristic as independent 
as possible of the judgment on every other characteristic. Avoid 
the error of rating low in all characteristics the subordinate 
whom for any reason you disapprove; and of rating high in all 
characteristics the subordinate whom you admire. 

(h) To obtain the total rating for a subordinate, add up his 
ratings in the five separate qualities above. A subordinate who 
equals the “highest” officer on the Rating Scale in all of the 
one who 


five characteristics rece:ves a total of 100 points; 
equals the “lowest” reeeives 20 points; one who equals the 
“middie” receives,60 points. The average total rating, if direc- 


tions are followed carefully, will be about 60 points. Stated 
in another way, 60 points means, in the case of a lieutenant for 
example, that a captain has compared him with the captains he 
knows and certifies that, after equivalent experience, he will be 
equal to &n average captain, 

I. Physical Qualities. Disregard every characteristic, of each 
of the ten officers except the way in which he impresses his men 
by his physique, bearing, neatness, voice, energy and endurance. 
First, select that one of the ten who ranks highest in physical 
qualities and enter his name on the first blank line below. Sec- 
ond, select that one who ranks lowest in physical qualities and 
enter his name on the fifth line below. If these officers are 
not equal to “highest” and “lowest” in Physical Qualities among 
all the officers you know, add to your original list the names of 
the two officers who are “highest” and “lowest” in this char- 
acteristic, Third, half way between “highest” and “lowest” 
select another officer and enter his name on the third line. 
Fourth, select the officer who ranks half way between “middle” 
and “highest” and enter his name on the second line. And 
fifth, select the one who ranks half way between “middle” and 
“lowest” and enter his name on the fourth line,

If. Intelligence. Consider his aceuracy, ease in learning, and 
ability to grasp new points of view and to overcome difficulties, 
disregarding all other qualities. 

Ill. Leadership. Considér his force, self-reliance, initiative, 
decisiveness, tact; and ability to command obedience, loyalty 
and co-operation of men, 

IV. Personal Qualities. Consider his industry, dependability, 
loyalty, personal habits, and readiness to shoulder responsibility 
for his own acts. 

V. General Value to the Service.* Consider his value as an 
administrater, as an instructor, as a drill master, as a leader 
in action; and whether he can arrive quickly at a sensible de- 
cision in a crisis. 

3. Instructions for Applying the Rating Scales :— 

Ifaving prepared the five rating scales, the officer is then 
ready to rate his subordinates. 

The method to be followed in rating each subordinate for 
phusical quatities is nerewith given in detail. 

Rating for Physieal Qualities.—Consider how the subordinate 
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impresses his men by his physique, bearing, neatness 
ergy and endurance. Compare him with éach of the 
under number I on the Rating Scale, and give him 
of points following the name of the officer whom he 
equals in physical qualities. Enter that number (maxim,

Still further supplementary information is given in 
leaflet sent out from The Adjutant General's Office 
which i too long to give here in full. It gives detailed in- 
structions on such points as that officers’ qualification 
cards filled out previous to May 22 will answer for the 
duplicates called for by G.O. 46; and the only items fo 
be transferred from the old card to the new ar ratings 
and the remarks following the ratings. The occupations 
and specialties of value to the Service that are given, it 
is stated, do not exhaust the possibilities, and an officer 
of technical training may list his specialties in addition, 
Each newly commissioned officer will make out a card to 
be deposited with his organization, a duplicate to go to 
Washington. He will be rated by the offi rr school 
recommending him for a commission, and this rating will 
be recorded on his card. It is pointed out that the sig- 
nificant feature of the point plan used in the rating 
scale is thé comparison of the particular subordinate who 
is being considered with known officers. There is thus 
supplied a concrete standard of judgment, and by this

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STATUS OF ALIEN SOLDIERS 

Speaking to the House of Representatives on June 3 
Representative Meeker, of Missouri, presented data to 
show that in the not far distant future it become 
necessary to hold a council of nations to work outa 
system of caring for alien soldiers who may pass from 
ene country to another. Mr. Meeker, who has given @ 
year to an Investigation of the subject, said: “About a 
year ago, after we had entered the war, we discovered 
that some 40,000 or 50,000 American citizens had entered 
the armies of England and France, and Canada espe 
cially. We learned at that time that the men who had 
taken the oath of allegiance to the British Crown had 
decitizened themselves. Steps were taken to repatriate 
those citizens. That legislation has already been @& 
acted. However, at the time that bill under dis 
cussion in the Committee on Immigration and Naturak 
ization the question came up as to the status of alien 
soldiers in the different nations throughout the world 
and, upon my suggestion, I took up the question with the 
representatives of the several countries throughout the 
world. I first requested that they provide me with the 
oath which one who desires to enter the military @ 
naval service must take. I also requested that they si 
ply me with information on the following subjects: Pim 
as to how the taking of this oath affects the citizenship 
in the nation whose army the alien enters. Sccond, does 
the taking of the oath make him a citizen in whole orm 
part in that country? Third, how does it affect him % 
regards the right of franchise, devolution of property, 
marriage and divorce and receiving a pension from the 
government? Fourth, should an alien, who has takem 
the oath of allegiance and served in the military or nav 
fortes and for that service has been granted a pension, 
become a Citizen of another nation, would he thereby for 
feit his pension ?”’ ; 

Mr. Meeker found that a search in the Congressional 
Library failed to discover any book showing how aliens 
enter the armies of the s yeral nations. After this # 
took up his correspondence, with the resultant discovery 
that not fifty per cent. of the representatives of the dF 
ferent governments of the world know anything about 
laws bearing on the question. From data which he has 
collected, he submitted to the House as much information 
as he has been able ‘to obtain. These data, though 
complete, are amply sufficient to show that practi 
no two nations have the same system of taking aliens 
into service, or the same rules providing for the men 
after their service. The question of pensions, their grant, 
extension and forfeit, is also a very important part 
this subject. No two nations have the same rules 
that question; some have none; others still are very 
loose and uncertain in their laws and regulations. 
all twenty-nine nations are represented in Mr. Mee 
data. In concluding his address he said: “his i 
spondence has convinced me that the United States 
gone a century ahead of any other nation in prov ie.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE, 
(Summarized from Reports June 14-20.) 
THE WESTERN FRONT. 
Checked on Oise, Enemy Ceases Attacks. 


With the abandonment of enemy operations on the 
Qise river, more and more marked as the week passed, it 
pecame increasingly evident that the great effort of June 
9 to break through the French front on the line of Com- 
piegne had been checked by Foch’s counter-attack of 
June 11. The offensive on the Oise is estimated by the 
French authorities as having cost the enemy 80,000 men 
put out of action. His relapse into quietude following 


the intense efforts expended in this field, coupled with the 
success of the prolonged French series of local attacks on 
the ground in question, tells a tale of greatly impaired 
fighting efficiency among the enemy forces there em- 
nloyed. 
4 June 14 the French completed their counter-attacks 
with a local gain in the neighborhood of Courcelles, on 
their left. The decision of the French command to avoid 
apolicy of taking the offensive here in a large way there- 
after became apparent. ‘The defense resumed its waiting 
licy. The enemy, making a local attack at Antheuil on 
the French center, June 14, failed to regain his hold upon 
the village. On the night of June 15 he essayed once 
more to cross the Matz river near its mouth, upon the 
French right, but was repulsed. Therewith the battle, 
quite generally considered the most severe in the cam- 
paign of 1918 to date, died down, the enemy retaining 
an advance of six or seven miles in its greatest depth, or 
a little more than the ground refused by the defense at 
the outset of the action. The French had recovered an 
area of some four miles maximum depth at their center. 
The German reports mentioned the capture of 300 French 
pieces as their chief mark of the success which they 
caimed, but said little as to the number of prisoners 
taken. : 
French Attacks between Aisne and Marne. 


In engagements of purely local extent the French 
forces during the week under review strove between the 
Oise and Marne rivers to offset the secondary gains made 
by the Germans on the eastern fringe of the main battle 
area. During the latter part of the preceding week, the 
enemy had pressed them back somewhat on both banks of 
the Aisne (between the Oise and Marne), more particu- 
larly on the south bank, where his progress brought him 
to the northern outskirts of an important French defen- 
sive area, the Villers-Cotterets forest, already bordered on 
the east. In the area marked by the villages of Coeuvres, 
Valsery and St. Pierre-l’Aigle the enemy had gained a 
loigment menacing te the northern front of this forest 
position. Accordingly on June 15 the French began their 
counter-efforts in this portion of the field. A local attack 
put them once more in possession of Coeuvres and terri- 
tory north of it. On the night of June 17 they attacked 
on limited fronts somewhat to the north, taking ground 
and a few prisoners south of Ambleny and east of Mont- 
gobert. On the 18th they attacked at Valsery, again with 
local gain. As a result their position in this portion of 
the field was considerably improved for future defensive 
purposes. East of the forest they attacked in like manner 
on the night of June 15 and on June 16, near Genlis 
wood, south of Dammard and near Vinly. 

North of the Aisne the French improved their position 
by a local operation on the night of June 16 northwest of 
Hautebraye, taking 370 prisoners and repulsing a coun- 
ter-attack. Their success at this point gave them a better 
front upon which to withstand possible future attempts to 
force this part of the line southward against the river. 
Neither north of the Aisne nor south of it did the enemy 
makeany serious effort during the week to enlarge his 
recent gains. 
fitack on Reims. 


Germans Fail in Violent 


The chief enemy effort of the week, a violent attack 
tpon Reims, delivered on the night of June 18-19, re- 
filted in a complete and costly repulse. Reims, an ex- 
posed point in the French line, has invited such an attack 
ever since the enemy forces reached the Marne west of the 
ety. Its capture was apparently put off by the enemy 
strategists as a consideration secondary to their more am- 
bitious plans farther west. They apparently turned their 
aikention to Reims after the check to these plans had 
made it desirable for them to seek whatever secondary or 
intidental advantage remained to be gathered from their 
Ofginal Aisne success of May 27. 

At six p.m. on June 18 the characteristic brief and vio- 
lent artilery preparation opened along the fronts west 
and-east of Reims, a combined distance of eight or ten 
miles. The attacking formations advanced at nine p.m. 
ilong this entire front. On the French left they were 
Mopped and driven back by the defensive artillery fire. 
Near Reims they were repeatedly. thrown back in com- 
bats, with heavy losses, which included prisoners. South- 
tast of Nillery. on the Reims east front, they entered a 
Wood, but were soon afterward expelled. The attack upon 
Reims itself was carried out by three divisions acting 
pon orders to take the city without regard to the loss.

Elsewhere on the Western Front. 
German front troops outside the main fighting area dis- 
ayed much energy at many points in local attacks, 
Mids and artillery operations. At Xivray in Lorraine, a 
miles west of Seicheprey. they attacked the American 
Sttor on June 16. Some of the attacking party of 600 
‘ trocps broke through the defensive fire and entered 
Village, only to-be overcome by the defenders in bayo- 
ft fighting. They left in the Americans’ hands six pris- 
ts. The German artillery was active in Lorraine and 
re West of Albert, in the Amiens-Arras sector, and German 
Btiders attacked the British front at divers points. In an 
tttack horth of Bethune on the night of June 15 the 
British took the German front line on a front of two 
Shack, and gained 196 prisoners. The French troops at- 
¢ again southwest of Ypres on June 14. Hostile 
ol activity in the neighborhood of Albert and on 
eet south of Ypres on Juve 19 and 20 presented a 
of German renewal of attacks in these sectors. 
NEW AUSTRIAN OFFENSIVE IN ITALY. 
t Austrian forces in Italy opened on June 15 an 
— offensive with numerous heavy attacks on a 
“nile front, from the Asiago plateau to the Adriatic 
— Repulsed at most points west of the upper Piave 
» they succeeded in gaining several strong lodgments 
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on the Italian side of the Piave in its middle and lower 
course, causing a menace to the front covering Venice 
and Treviso. The enemy has not yet succeeded, despite 
repeated efforts, in developing his new foothold on the 
west bank of the river, and unless he should attain this 
object, the gain derived from the opening phase of the 
new offensive must be reckoned as slight in proportion to 
the magnitude of the effort and the cost that it involved. 

While the Austrian opening attack was seemingly in- 
tended to wear the appearance of a general assault all 
along the line involved, it actually resolved itself into a 
series of concerted but distinct attacks at a series of 
chosen points. Chief among these were the line of the 
Brenta river on the northern highland frent, the Mon- 
tello Candelu and Zenson sectors on the middle course of 
the Piave and the coast sector at the mouth of the river. 

On the Brenta river, the Austrian report of the first 
day’s fighting stated that the attacking forces had pene- 
trated as far as the third line of defensive positions, tak- 
ing 6,000 Italian, French and British prisoners. East of 
the Brenta, counter-attacks drove the assailants back 
from ‘Mt. Rabero, but on the western slopes of Mt. 
Grappa the counter-attarks ef the Italians failed. The 
enemy maintained the defensive in his new positions on 
both sides of the Brenta at most points during the 16th 
and 17th. In a great number of mountain actions the 
Ally troops gained numerous but distinctly local suc- 
cesses. For the moment the northern portion of the of- 
fensive had been brought to a halt. It had served at 
least as a secondary attack to occupy a considerable por- 
tion of the defending force while the Austrians on the 
Piave were effecting their crossings. 

The uppermost of the river crossings was made near 
Montello, where a strong ridge was defended by British 
troops. Here on June 15 divisions under Archduke 
Joseph forced their way over the stream and attacked the 
British, constraining them to retire from their foremost 
line in part, but failing to carry the summit of the ridge. 
The British report sustaining a very severe bombardment 
at the outset, but deny heavy losses. Austrian attacks 
continued until June 17, when the enemy settled on his 
new positions, undisturbed for the time being. 

At Nervesa and Candelu, below Montello, the Austrian 
attempts against the right bank of the Piave were less 
violent, and the crossings effected gained the enemy only 
limited lodgments. At the Candelu. crossing the Aus- 
trians reported maintaining themselves against violent 
counter-attacks. The crossing at Zenson was of a more 
dangerous nature. Here the enemy, overcoming the Ital- 
ian resistance, extended his position several miles south- 
ward to Fonalta. 

In the coast area the troops under General von Wurm 
pressed forward to Capo Sile on June 16, west of the 
Piaye, along the Sile river, while forces co-operating 
north of the latter stream advanced west from Santa 
Dona. The Austrians claimed on June 18 to have made 
total captures of 30,000 prisoners and 120 pieces. The 
Italian statement of June 19 reported that 9,011 Austro- 
Hungarians had been taken since the outset of the offen- 
sive. 

Bad weather brought a lull in the course of the opera- 
tions by June 17. The rains first checked the fighting in 
the highlands along the Brenta river. Presently they 
raised the Piave to flood height, carrying away many of 
the Austrian pontoon bridges and preventing the laying 
of others. By June 18 the enemy units holding several 
of the lodgments across the river faced a severe though 
not necessarily lasting predicament. They were unable 
to draw from the Austrian bank of the stream the men 
and material they needed to enable them to extend their 
hold to menacing proportions, and they even were in 
danger of running out of ammunition to defend the nar- 
row areas on which they stood. They had before them 
the prospect of remaining in this awkward posture for 
several days, until the stage of the river should fall back 
toward normal. The smaller crossings on the stretch of 
river between Montello and Zenson were in the most im- 
mediate peril. The Austrians reported violent and stub- 
born Italian attacks in this area on both sides of the 
Odeozo-Treviso railway crossing. At Montello and south 
of Zenson the invaders fared less badly, having already 
gained areas on the Italian bank sufficiently great to ac- 
commodate the presence of considerable forces. They even 
attacked at the southern ‘end of Montello ridge and, by 
their own version, broke through the Italian front lines 
there for a limited gain. The Austrian operations on the 
lower Piave, in the area of the coast and the Sile river, 
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continued with slight further enemy progress. On June 18 
and 19 the enemy somewhat advanced his project of 
uniting his positions on the lower river from Zenson to 
the sea, but he announced no advance westward beyond 
Santa Dona and Capo di Sile. The wet weather hand.- 
capped any effert to advance in the marshy territory that 
here lay before him. 

The Italian counter-attacks, while severe in the small, 
hostile areas west of the middle Piave, could not be said 
to have yet developed in the closing days of the, week 
under review the magnitude which the ——— offered 
by the flood made suddenly desirable. he delay to the 
offensive raised the prospect that even if it escaprd a 
severe reverse during the day while the river was up, it 
must encounter greatly increased difficulties in renewing 
its interrupted and partly disclosed operations later on. 

OTHER FRONTS. 


The reports from Russia though vague indieate that 
considerable activity is in preparation or actually in 
progress. The so-called Czecho-Slovak force, a former 
body of escaped Austrian Slavs fighting as a unit in the

SUMMARY OF THE PERSHING BULLETINS. 

June 14—A bombing expedition (the first American 
air raid reported) was executed by five airplanes. Of 
eighty bombs dropped one struck a w: ; the strik- 
ing points of the rest could not be ascertained. Pursued 
by three enemy machines, the raiders returned safe. 

June 15.—Heavy shelling took place ncrthwest of 
Chateau-Thierry. American aviators shot down two air- 
planes. An American sentry captured in the Woevre set 
off two bombs among his captors and made his escape. 
Patrol activities took place in the nigh American 
aviaters bombed a railroad station, scoring hits and re- 
turning unharmed. 

June 17.—Moderate artillery activity occurred in the 
Woevre and near Chateau-Thierry. A hostile night raid 
in the Vosges was broken up by American fire. Patrols 
operated in Picardy, Lorraine and the Vosges. In the 
Woevre the enemy made a local attack against the 
American left. Failing to penetrate, he was thrown 
back with losses, leaving in our hands several P ogress 
including an officer. Near Chateau-Thie enemy 
made two local attacks on the Bouresches- u wood 
line, both easily broken up. Artillery activity continues 
here and in Picardy. 

In conection with the above disclosure of the presence 
of an American force in the Vosges, there is now - 
lished the report, made on May 27, of the death of 
W. J. Guxton, the first American killed on German soil. 
He received the French Croix de Guerre. 

June 18.—On the night of June 13-14 in Picardy an 
American patrol of thirteen men ran into an ambush of 
forty Germans. Most of the Americans cut their way 
out and returned, the greater part wounded in severe 
fighting. An Albatross airplane was bought down by 
American patrols. Near St. Mihiel a Hanover 
attacked by Lieutenants Meissner, Winslow and Tayler, 
was shot down in flames.

CONSERVATION AND REC 


The War Department is issuing to the Division of 
Conservation and Reclamation Special Regulations No. 
77. Some of the more striking features are to be found 
in the following outline. The Reclamation Division will 
hereafter be Kiown as the “Conservation and Reciama- 
tion Division.” .In addition to the care and disposition of 
waste this division will be charged with these added. re- 
sponsibilities : 

(1). With the repair and-the restoration of hats; 
with the laundering, cleaning and disinfection of hats, 
garments, shoes, harness and equipment; the procurement 
of such repairs and renovation either. by contract or by 
the installation of shops for the purpose or by both con- 
tract and shops; training troops for the purposes of this 
division; the conservation and development of lands and 
selling the agricultural products to the Quartermaster 
Corps at a price ten per cent. less than the market price 
prevailing in the vicinity, the organization of special 
units for the purposes of this division, the hiring of such 
labor as may be necessary to-carry these plans into effect. 

(2). The Chief of the Division of Conservation and 
Reclamation (under supervision of the quartermaster of 
the depot, station, station or camp) will direct super- 
vision and control of all laundries and dry-cleaning camps 
of the Quartermaster Corps at the camps and will super- 
intend their work under the following regulations: When 
the division has not installed its own plant the reclama- 
tion officer may contract with local plants for the work 
required. When practical the service including laundry

and dry-cleaning will be placed at the disposal of or- 
ganization at or near where the plant is located. The 
identical articles, especially shoes, must unless made im- 
possible by circumstances be returned to the men sending 
them. All such articles must- be marked with the name 
and Army serial number of the soldier. Before turning 
in hats, outer clothing and shoes they shall be marked, 
if the marking has been obliterated, with their sizes. 
Sleeve or collar insignia and similar articles shall not be 
turned in. The company laundry will be collécted and 
sent to the local conservation and repair officer. If 
articles cannot be repaired he will send them to the unit 
supply officer. Issues will be made to enlisted men if 
these articles are not returned in reasonable time. 

Army C. and R. Company Organization. 

The figures in the table below have been given out as 
the authorized company formation in the Conservation 
and Reclamation Force of 27, men for service within 
the United States, Q.M.C. 

The company will have the following motor equipment: 
One five-passenger car, two motor cycles with side cars, 
one AA truck, four A trucks, three B trucks, twelve 
mule earts, four foursemule wagons, seven riding horses 
and forty-four draft mules. : 

This organization may be modified in some minor de- 
tails, according to the needs of the unit to which it is 
attached; but the latitude under the order is not very 
great, as this organization was adopted only after careful 
consideration of the object which it is intended to accom- 
plish.

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 

The next retirement for age in the Army will be that 
of Col. George K. McGunnegle, Inf., on June 23, 1918. 
He is the senior colonel of Infantry on the active list 
of the Army and his commission dates from July 3, 1906. 
His present post of duty is Fort McDowell, Cal. 

Col. Robert C. Van Vliet, Iof., Regular Army, was retired 
from active service on June 8, 1918, on his own applica- 
tion after more than forty-two years’ service. He is a 
son of the late Brevet Major Gen. Stewart Van Vliet, 
U.S.A., and grandson of the late Major Jacob Brown, 


U.S.A,, killed ot the fight at Fort Brown, Texas, in 
1846, against Santa Anna, during the Mexican War. 
Colonel Van Vliet was born in Kansas Aug. 22, 1857. 


After serving as a cadet at the U.S.M.A. from July to 
December, 1875, he was appointed a second lieutenant, 
10th U.S. Infantry, Dec. 14, 1876, from civil life. He 
remained with the 10th Infantry until June 12, 1910, 
when he was promoted lieutenant colonel, 16th Infantry. 
He was promoted colonel March 3, 1911, and was as- 
signed to the 25th Infantry. All his.early service was 
on the frontier in Texas, New Mexico and Indian Terri- 
tory. Colonel Van Vliet was wounded at the battle of 
#antiago in 1898, and since then has performed foreign 
service in Cuba, Philippines, Hawaiian Island and Alaska. 
He served continuously for thirty-four years in the 10th 
Infantry, and his entire service has nearly all been with 
troops. In the early eighties he was a member of eight 
department and division, Army and Hilton Trophy rifle 
teams, and in the first order designating “distinguished 
marksman” in the Army. He has always gone in for 
Army athletics and sports, and still keeps them up, from 
rifle shooting to baseball. His promotion to colonel in 
1911 took him from duty at Nome, Alaska, to Fort Law- 
ton, Wash. His winter at Fort Davis, near Nome, was 
a trying one, owing to the great blizzards and extreme 
cold. He also served at Alcatraz Island, Cal., Galveston, 
Texas, and at the occupation of Vera Cruz, Mexico, and 
at Fort McDowell, Cal., and was recently at Camp Pike, 
Ark., where he was on duty as a brigadier general in 
the National Army. He has been honorably discharged 
from the latter office. 

First Lieut. George Dany, Phil. Scouts, U.S.A., has 
been retired for disability incident to service, effective 
June 21, 1918. Lieutenant Dany entered the Service as a 
private in Co. D, 6th Inf., in 1891, and served with that 
regiment as a corporal and sergeant until 1899. He 
served in the Coast Artillery as private. corporal, ser- 
geant and first sergeant from 1899 to 1902. Appoint¢é 
ordnance sergeant in 1902 and served in that grade 
until 1908, when he was commissioned as a second lieu- 
tenant of Philippine Scouts: His next service was as a 
second and first lieutenant of Philippine Scouts until 
1911, when he resigned his commission as first lieutenant 
and was reappointed ordnance sergeant. Lieutenant 
Dany was recommissioned as a second lieutenant of 
Philippine Scouts in 1914 and promoted a first lieuten- 
ant in that organization on April 2, 1918. Many mem- 
bers of the “Old 6th Infantry,” of frontier days in the 
West, will remember Lieutenant Dany as a boy. He 
was born in 1874 at Fort Stevenson, N.D., where his 
father, the late Ord. Sergt. Bernard Dany, was serving 
with the 6th Infantry in that year. 
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RECENT DEATHS. - 

Major Gen. George M. Bandai. US.A.. retired @ 
gallant veterap of the’Givil and Spanish-American Wars, 
died at Denver, Colo., June 14, 1918. He was born in 
Ohio Oct. 8, 1841, and enlisted as a private in the 4th 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry in April, 1861, being 
discharged the following July. He was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the 4th Infantry of the Regular 
Army Oct. 24, 1861, rising to the rank of captain in that 
organization in 1865. He was appointed a major in the 
14th New York Volunteer Artillery in August, 1864, and 
was promoted to lieutenant colonel of that regiment in 
June, 1865. General Randall was brevetted captain Sept. 
17, 1862, for gallant and meritorious services in the 
battle of Antietam, Md.; major in April, 1865, for gal- 
lant and meritorious services in front of Petersburg, Va., 
and lieutenant colonel and colonel of Volunteers for gal- 
lantry in the attack on Fort Steedman, Va. He was as- 
signed to the 23d Infantry of the Regular Army in-Janu- 
ary, 1871, and took part in numerous Indian fights. He 
was brevetted lieutenant colonel Feb. 27, 1890, for gal- 
lant services in actions against Indians at Turret Moun- 
tain, Ariz., March 27, 1873, and at Diamond Butte, 
Ariz., April 22, 1873, and colonel at the same time for 
gallant services in actions against Indians near Pinal, 
Ariz., March 8, 1874, and distinguished services during 
the campaign against Indians in Arizona in 1874. He 
was promoted major, 4th Infantry, Jan. 15, 1891; lieu- 
tenant colonel, Sth Infantry, in 1894, and colonel of the 
17th Infantry in August, 1898, being transferred the 
following month to the Sth Infantry. On May 4, 1898, 
he was appointed a brigadier general of Volunteers. He 
commanded the 3d Division of the 2d Army Corps. He 
was appointed a brigadier general of the Regular Army 
in 1901, and major general in 1905, while in command of 
the Department of Luzon, in the Philippines. He re- 
tired for age on Oct. 8, 1915. 

“In the death of Brig. Gen. J. W. Scully, who died 
suddenly at his home in Atlanta, Ga.. on June 1, 1918,” 
writes a friend, “there passed away one of the best known 
and beloved officers of what may now be called ‘the old 
Army,’ and of whom so few remain. General Scully’s 
active service extended over forty-two years and he had 
an exceptionally brilliant Civil War record. In the old 
frontier days, in the early seventies and eighties, he was 
stationed in North Dakota and Arizona. His brother 
officers of those days were Generals Terry, Custer, Stan- 
ley, MacKenzie, Tilford and others, all men who helped 
uphold the high standard of what was then the little 
Regular Army, but whose ability and efficiency formed the 
nucleus around which has grown the great American 
Army of to-day. General Scully came of fighting lineage, 
his great-grandfather, Major Gen. William Cosby, of the 
British army, was Royal Governor of New York and the 
Jerseys, in colonial days. General Scully, though eighty- 
ene years old, retained. all the brilliant intellect of his 
youth. He was the author of several works of fiction 
and numerous poems. A bill had unanimously passed the 
Senate to advance General Scully to the grade of major 
general on the retired list, and as a tribute to the honor 
they wished ‘to pay him, a synopsis of his military his- 
tory was recorded in the archives of the Senate. This 
bill pending.in Congress, was to have been expedited, 
and had he lived a few weeks longer the rank of major 
general would have been conferred upon him. General 
Scully was buried with military honors at Westview Cem- 
etery. He is survived, by his widow and two daughters, 
Misses Margaret and Arline. Gen. Sir John French, 





the present commander of the home forces of the Brit- 
ish army, is a uear kinsman of General Scully.” 

Col. William A. Nichois, U.S.A., retired, died sud- 
denly of heart trouble at San Francisco, Cal., June 14, 
1918. He was born in New Mexico May 1, 1856, and 
was commissioned a second lieutenant, 23d U.S. Infan- 
try, from civil life, May 7, 1877. Colonel Nichols was 
a member of an old Army family, the son of the late 
Gen. René Edward De Russy, Corps of Engrs. He was 
a member of the Society of the Cincinnati and other 
military orders. After joining the 23d Infantry he 
served in that regiment nearly twenty-five years, and had 
an excellent record of service. He took part in the Chey- 
enne Indian Campaign, 1878, serving as mounted Infan- 
try, and served at the following posts, viz.: Forts Gibson 
and Supply, I.T.; Fort Dodge, Kas.; Union, N.M.; Forts 
Wayne and Brady, Mich.; Fort Leavenworth, Kas. ; 
Sam Houston and Clark, Texas; Vancouver Barracks, 
Wash., and the Philippines. He was a graduate of the 
Infantry and Cavalry School, class 1885-87; was adju- 
tant, Military Prison, Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 1888-2, 
four years. Colonel Nichols sailed with the third expedi- 
tion under Generals Merritt and MacArthur to Manila in 
1898, and took part in the capture of Manila, and served 
during the Philippine Insurrection until the two bat- 
talions of the 23d Infantry were ordered south to Jolo, 
P.I. (Moro country), to relieve the Spanish garrison 
at that place. While serving as captain, 25d Infantry, 
Colonel Nichols with his company, C, 23d Infantry, was 
placed aboard the U.S.S: Manila (Captain Nazro) and 
landed at Zamboanga, Mindanao, which had just been 
surrendered to Captain Very, U.S.N. These were the 
first troops of our Army to occupy Zamboanga, which 
afterward became the headquarters of the department 
and one of the choice stations of the Philippines. Colo- 
nel Nichols served a second tour in the islands as major 
and inspector general, 1905-1907. He was chief of staff, 
Department of Colorado, until ordered to San Francisco, 
where he was serving as chief of staff, Western Depart- 
ment, at the time of his retirement on March 2, 1914, 
for disability incident te the service. 


Col. William S. Stanton, Corps of Engrs., U.S.A., re- 
tired, died at his home, 83 Marlboro street, Boston, 
Mass., June 14, 1918, after several weeks’ illness. He 


was born in New York Sept. 9, 1842, and entered West 
Point July 1, 1861. He was graduated June 23, 1865, 
as a first lieutenant and was assigned to the Corps of 
Engineers. Colonel Stanton served under General 
Sheridan at New Orleans shortly after his graduation, 
and during his active service had to do with important 
engineering propects. While serving in the South, he 
contracted acute malaria and never afterward enjoyed 
his former rugged health. In 1869 and for nearly three 
years he was stationed at Charlestown, on engineering 
work in Boston Harbor, and at that time he married 
Frances Elizabeth Kettell,, the daughter of George A. 
Kettell, of Charlestown, Mass. He saw service in the 
West and for several years was chief engineer officer 
under General Crook. Among other Indian engagements 
in which he participated was the battle of Rose Bud, in 
1876. He was promoted to colonel of the Corps of Engi- 
neers on Sept. 14, 1904, and was retired for age Sept. 9, 
1906. His most important military work was in build- 
ing lighthouses on the Atlantic coast, from Georgia to 
Maine, and work in charge of harbor fortifications; as 
member of the board to report as to the feasibility and 
advisability of a canal connecting Lake Erie and the 
Ohio River, through Ohio, and in the improvement of 
rivers. He had charge also of the improvement of Lake 
Ontario and of defenses on Lake Champlain. On Oct. 8, 


~..1917, he received a letter from General Black, Chief of 


Enginéérs, -in-regard_to his taking up active duty, but 
his physical condition prevénted this, although he was 
anxious to go on active duty. From 1907 to the out- 
break of the war in 1914 Colonel Stanton and his daugh- 
ter, Katherine, were frequently abroad visiting England, 
France and Italy. His sister, Mrs. Waller, who lives 
in Boston, survives him, and Colonel Stanton leaves also 
his daughter, Miss Katherine Stanton, and a son, Charles 
Sanford Stanton. Mrs. Stanton died in December, 1890. 

In addition to the notice of the death of Lieut. Col. 
Robert J. Maxey in France, published in our. issue 
of June 8, page 1558, a correspondent sends us the fol- 
lowing: “It is with the deepest regret we have re- 
ceived word from France of the death, from wounds re- 
ceived in action, of Lieut. Col. Robert J. Maxey, 18th 
Inf., U.S.A. It will be a blow to his many friends in 
the Service, for there was no braver soldier, devoted 
son and husband, or more worthy friend than Robert 
Maxey. The many testimonial letters of commendation 
on file in-the War Department speak in themselves as to 
his performance of duty. Colonel Maxey was reported 
killed in action during the Spanish War, but some days 
later was found alive, and it is this memory that leads 
some to hope a similar report may be made in his case 
almost daily. Colonel Maxey entered the U.S. Military 
Academy in 1894, and graduated April 2, 1898, earlier 
than usual on account of the Spanish-American War. He 
was assigned to the 6th Infantry and went to Cuba. 
He served throughout the Santiago campaign. In Muay, 
1899, was ordered to the Philippine Islands, where he 
served three years in the Southern Islands. In 1902 he 
returned to the United States and was stationed at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., as an instructor at the Service 
School. Promoted in 1903 to captain and ordered to 
Missoula, Mont., where he married Miss Lu Knowles, 
daughter of Judge Hiram Knowles, of the U.S. Federal 
Court. Colonel Maxey served three tours of duty in the 
islands, returning from his last tour in 1913. In March, 
1914, joined the 18th Infantry, and was on duty at Texas 
Gity, Texas. Colonel Maxey was detailed to the School 
of the Line in 1915 and graduated an honor man. In 
1916. attended the staff class at Leavenworth, and was 
once again graduated early on account of war, and was 
ordered to join the 18th Infantry at Douglas, Ariz. 
Early in 1917 was directed by General Martin to attend 
the officers’ training camp at Leon Springs, Texas, and 
after that work was completed in May, 1917, he was 
ordered to rejoin his regiment and accompanied it to 
France, going over with the first Expeditionary Force. 
Colonel Maxey leaves a widow with two sons, a mother 
Mrs. M. S. Alford ; three sisters, Mrs. F. 8S. Bowen, wife 
of Lieutenant Colonel Bowen; Mrs. C. L. Mitchell, wifé 
of Major C. L. Mitchell, and Mrs. Dean Halford, wife of 
Major Dean Halford, all in the Regular Army.” 

In addition to the notice of the death of Chaplain Ed- 
ward H. Fitz-Gerald, U.S.A., retired, published in. our 
issue of June 8; page 1558, a friend of the Chaplain’s 
sends us the following: “Chaplain Fitz-Gerald, who held 
the rank of major, died at his home in Sawtelle on 
May 24, 1918, of pernicious anemia. When the recent 
trouble with Mexico broke out, as well as on the entering 
of the United States in the present European conflict, 
Major Fitz-Gerald loyally proffered his services to the 
Government. On May 1, 1917, he was ordered to duty 
as chaplain at the War Prison Barracks, Fort Douglas, 
Utah; and it may fittingly be said that he died at the 
post of duty; as when he was relieved from duty by

telegraphic instructions from Washington April 4, 1918 
the medical authorities at Fort Douglas said he wouldn’¢ 
survive another two months. . His interment took place 
at Salt Lake City, Utah, the.city in which he did his 
first mission work in this country, and in which h: again 
renewed the old friendships and made new ones on hig 
being ordered to duty last year at Fort Douglas.

-In his 
lecture he told of the terrible suffering of the wounded, 
as they came in too fast to properly treated, and also 
spoke of the lack of appliances. e average Polish 
immigrant who comes to the United States is the type 
of man who is fighting the battles of the Central Powers, 
he said. They are ignorant but brave, and they know 
nothing but to obey. The men were stoical and brave 
under great suffering, and the surgeons took off legs 
and arms and did bone stitching without anesthesia, as 
there was no time for it even if they had been able to 
get the anesthetics, yet Major McDonald never heard a 
man give way to his feelings. He praised the American 
soldiers as the greatest fighters in the world. The doc- 
tor pointed out that we have lost but few men so far 
compared to the number of men lost by other nations 
in the war. He said that when American wounded be- 
gin to come by thousands as he saw wounded hauled into 
Berlin in box cars then we will appreciate the great 
ness of this war. He advocated universal training.

Instructors in Aeronautics,

2. In all cases where an officer of the Regular Army holding 
an appointment with temporarily increased rank (by promo- 
tion or otherwise) in any force of the Army of the United 
States, including staff, buresus, and departments, has been dis 
charged from such temporary commission on aceount of unfit- 
ness, such officer shall be held as unfit for temporary promo 
tion in the Regular Army and shell be. suspended from such 
promotion for a period of six months from the date of such 
discharge. Any vacancy to which such officer may become en- 
titled will be filled by the promotion of the qualified officer next 
en the lineal list. j 

Just prior to the expiration of said period of six months his 
immediate commanding officer will be directed to report te the 
War Department whether or not the officer thus suspended has 
demonstrated his fitness for temporary advancement to the next 
higher grade in the Regular Army. 

3. In the American Expeditionary Foree the commanding 
general will continue, under the authority heretofore granted 
him, to discharge, by order of the President, inefficient officers 
of all branches of the service below the grade of brigadier gen- 
eral other than officers of the Regular Army. Officers of the 
Regular Army holding temporary appointments therein, or com- 
missions in forces other than the Regular Army, may be dis- 
charged from such appointments and commissions by the au- 
thority herein granted. In all cases where, in the opinion of 
the commanding general, American Expeditionary Force, an 
officer of the Regular Army, who has been given temporary 
promotion therein, is considered as unfit to exercise the duties 
of such temporarily increased rank, the commanding general 
will repert such fact to the War Department for the action of 
the President. In all cases in the American Expeditionary 
Ferce, where an officer of the Regular Army has been dis- 
charged from temporary commission with imereased rank in 
the National Army.or from commission to which temporarily 
promoted in the Regular serviee, the eenditions indicated in 
Par. 2 hereof shall apply. 

. Qualification Recerd Cards, Enlisted Men. 

V.—1. All enlisted men of the Army in the continente! bimits 
of the United States will be classified at the earliest practicable 
date in accordance with the method already in use in Regular 
Army, National Guard and National Army divisions and in 
certain of the staff corps and departments. Accordingly for 
each soldier there will be a completed qualification record card, 
Form CCP-1. This ecard will aceompany the soldier fm al! cases 
of transfer and embarkation. 

2. The qualifications of the soldier as shown on his qualifi- 
eation record will be given consideration in-his assignment to 
duty. In such assignment it will be the practise, as far as 
practicable, to conform to the Tables of Occupational Needs, 
issued te division commanders on March 28, 1918.

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MR. DANIELS DBRENDS GENERAL BARNETT. 

During the discussion in the House of Representatives 
on June 18 of the Naval Appropriation bill a lively inter- 
change took place between Representatives Butler, Keat- 
ing and Flood over the proposal to create. the rank of 
Jieutenant general for the commandant of the Marine 
Corps. Mr. Butler charged that “propaganda” had been 
eonducted to cause the promotions, while Mr. Keating 
declared that Major Gen. Commandant: George Barnett, 
U.S.M.C., had begun a campaign for the new law as 
soon as the Appropriation bill was sent to the Senate in 
spite of Secretary Daniels’s known. opposition to this 
particular provision. He said: “The amendment, in 
effect, is to give the rank of lieutenant general to a man 
who was never under fire so far as the records show. 
There has been a lobby by men directly concerned in this 
amendment strong enough to warrant the President to 
order a court-martial.” Mr. Flood defended General 
Barnett, who was sitting in the gallery during this col- 
loquy, stating that the officer had not “pleaded with 
any member of Congress for’a measure that would bene- 
fit him.” 

In commenting on the unwarranted attack made 
upon Major General Barnett, Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels said that he regarded General Barnett as an 
excellent officer who had shown his efficiency as well as 
his courage in a number of the most active engagements 
in which the Marine Corps had participated.” He said 
that General Barnett could never be classed with those 
officers who had sought deliberately the easier duties in 
connection with their responsibilities. He referred to 
General Barnett’s work at the time of the Boxer rebel- 
lion and on a number of occasions, when he was on the 
firing line with the men of his corps, and added that the 
high efficiency of the Marine Corps at the present time 
was, to a very large extent, attributable to the direction 
of General Barnett. He further said that so far as he 
knew there had been no propaganda in favor of any one 
for the provisos of the bill giving the imcreased rank to 


certain officers of the Marine Corps. The Secretary 


reaffirmed his statement that he did not recommend a law 
giving the inereascs in rank asked for by the Marine 


Corps for the reason that he did not regard it as a mili- 


tary necessity, and it was his desire to keep out of the 
bill anything that would benefit any particular indi- 
vidual, but he would be in favor of every provision that 
would be of benefit to the entire Service. 

Mr. Danie said he was convinced that attacks made 
upon General B: ‘e due to a misapprehension on 
the part of © who made them. He said Gen- 





eral Barnett’s status differed materially from that of the 
staff officers of the Marine Corps who, under the law as it 
now stands, must remain in Washington. There is a dis- 
tinction between the line officers and staff officers in the 
Marine Corps and this distinction has been clearly de- 
termined by a decision of the Supreme Court. He added 
that he had the highest respect for the services and the 
ability of General Barnett, and that personally there 
was nothing that he would not gladly do to show his ap- 
preciation and his strong admiration for General Barnett. 
—————— 

CLEARING HospiITaL IN NEW York Ciry. 

The plans of the Medical Department of the Army 
for using the former Greenhut building on Sixth ave- 
nue at 18th street, New York city, have now been 
worked out to the point where it can be stated that it 
is to take-much the same place in the Army’s hospital 
plans for the United States as an evacuation hospital 
does in the war zone. The medical unit represented by 
this leased structure is to be generally known as a re- 


ceiving and clearing hospital. All the soldiers invalided 
home from the war zone in France are to be taken from 
the ships docked either in the North or East rivers and 
carried in ambulances to the Clearing Hospital. There 
they will remain only long enough for the staff of the 
hospital to study the condition of the patients and de- 
cide what type of hospital they shall be sent to for op- 


eration, treatment or convalescence as the case may 


be. Thus it is not expected that the average soldier 
patient will be in this clearing hospital for more than 


a few days at most, and every possible provision has 
been made by the Medical Department for minimizing 
the inevitable noises that must surround any city hos- 
pital. That the patients may be as quiet as possible in 
this clearing hospital, the Sixth avenue end of the 
buildings, nearest the elevated railroad, is to be set 
apart for the dining rooms that are to be on each of 
the five ward floors, the dining rooms being separated 
from the wards by stout walls to add to the quietude 
of the wards. From the kitchen, in the basement of the 
building, elevators are to carry the food up to the din- 
ing rooms, and it is planned to serve each meal that the 
“walking cases” will eat in the five dining room with- 
in one hour. Patients who are too ill to go the dining 
rooms will, of course, be served their meals by the ward 
orderlies.. There will be 700 beds in each of the five 
wards. The advantages of this building for the pur- 
pose of a receiving and clearing hospital are its central 
situation, lying half-way between the two water fronts, 
being convenient to permanent New York hospitals, 
and within a short distance of the chief railway termi- 
nals, It is an enormously large and airy buildings and it 
has in addition to many elevators within the structure 
Separate elevators that will permit the unloading and 


loading of ambulance cases directly from and to those 
conveyances in a sheltered court. 
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NAVY UNIFORM QUESTION, 

Secretary of the Navy Daniels, in response to an in- 
quiry on June 19, stated that he. had no intention at 
the present time of reopening the Navy uniform change 
question. This was not due to any feeling he had in 
fayor of the present uniform, he said, and he was will- 
ing to recognize the claims made regarding the com- 
fort that would result from the change suggested, but 
he did not see any reason sufficient for making the 
change at the present time. Mr. Daniels said he had 
gone over the. matter thoroughly with a great many 
officers of the Navy and his decision not to consider the 
question of making the’ change at this time was based 
upon the information received from various sources. 
In explanation of what had been said regarding the ex- 
pense of the change, the Secretary had not meant to 
say that the new uniform would not be cheaper than 
the present type, but what he had in mind was the fact 
that a large majority of officers would feel compelled 
to make the change at once and would not be inclined 
to wear out the present uniform before buying the new 
ones, despite the fact the change proposed would not be 
compulsory before the end of two years. Mr. Daniels 
also said he had not looked into the question as to 
whether the Department should supply materials~ for 
uniforms for officers and permit. them to be made under 
contract, along the lines which have recently been 
adopted for the Army. 
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CENTRAL OFFICERS’ TRAINING SCHOOLS. 

Special regulations are being prepared in the office of 
The Adjutant General for the conduct of the officers’ 
training schools to follow the series now near their end. 
Heretofore the schools have been designated by the 
number of the division to which they were attached. 
Hereafter the three schools attached to the replacement 
“amps will be designated as central officers’ training 
camps. In those divisions that are in process of being 
sent overseas the men named as student officers will be 
transferred to a central training camp; the divisions 
that are kept in this country will continue the schools 
as heretofore until: the divisions are ordered abroad. 
Having in view the necessity for uniformity in instruc- 
tion and training and for the purpose of conferring with 
the officers of the General Staff and The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s. Office, Col. Charles Miller, Lieut. Cols. H. A. 
Eaton and E. A. Fry, all U.S.A., and Lieut. Col. A. H. 
Carter have been in Washington recently. They have 
now returned to the schools and will be ready for their 
new responsibilities. Colonel Miller will have charge 
of the school at Camp Pike, Colonel Eaton at Camp 
Lee and Colonel Fry at Camp Gordon. Colonel Carter 
will be in charge of the Field Artillery camp at Camp 
Taylor and Major Wade H. Westmoreland, N.A., will 
be instructor in the machine gun school at Camp Han- 
cock.

No CHANGE IN STAFF SYSTEM LIKELY. 

Persistent rumors have been heard about the War 
Department to the effect that an early reorganization 
of the existing staff system in the Army was under con- 
sideration. It may be stated officially that it is not 
intended at the present time to make any change. When 
the reorganization was made during the early part of 
1918 the General Staff was permitted a certain amount 
of flexibility in its strength and so far the system has 
met every requirement. The rumors doubtless had their 
origin in the recent assignment of a number of officers 
to the General Staff. These transfers were merely rou- 
tine and some of the details were made to supply vacan- 
cies in Washington caused by the departure of officers 
of the General Staff for overseas duty. Constant changes 





are being made in the various staff corps in order to 
meet enlargements and changed conditions requiring a 
redistribution of responsibility on the part of officers. 
Most of these changes have been noted from time to 
time and they do not involve any fundamental change 
in the system. Recently a number of line officers who 
have been on staff duty in the Quartermaster Corps 
have been returned to their command, but this was be- 
cause their services were needed with troops and there 
were sufficient officers of the staff corps to take their 
places. 
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AMERICAN TROOPS FOR ITALY. 

While there is no authoritative announcement re- 
garding the number of American troops to be sent to 
Italy or regarding the date of their probable arrival on 
that front, there is excellent reason to believe that with- 
in a very short period of time American troops will be 
with the Italian army. Several units of medical men 
and American ambulances have probably reached Italy 
by this. time, but official confirmation on. this point is 
lacking. It is understood that the plan to put American 
troops on the Italian: front is in accordance with the 
purpose of the Allies to demonstrate their unity of 
purpose. It has been known for some time that there 
were Italian troops in France and there are numbers 
of English and French troops engaged in the present 
fighting on the Italian front. The propriety of ‘sending 
American troops to the Italian front is recognized by 
the War Department. Commenting recently on his 
visit ‘to «Italy,- Secretary. of War Baker. spoke in the 


highest terms. of the Italian. troops. he had seen, and 
he said that military observers of all nations informed 
him that not only was the equipment of the Italian 
army very complete but the morale of the troops was 
excellent. 
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ARMY GENERAL SuRGERY DIVISION.” 

The General, Surgery. Division of the Army Medical 
Department. is charged with” classifying . the surgical 
qualifications of all the surgeons of the United States; 
with selecting and grading those best qualified. to be 
military surgeons; and with placing those who are 
commissioned where they can render the best service to 
the Army. Having selected those that the Army-« will 
require at a given time, this division assembles thenr-in 
training camps or more frequently im special schools for 
instruction in the very latest methods of military sur- 
gery. Three of these schools are in New York city, and 
one in each of the following cities: Philadelphia, New 
Orleans, Rochester (Minn.), San Francisco, Chicago, 
St. Louis and Cleveland: This division publishes a 
monthly magazine giving special surgical methods in 
use abroad, and it has prepared a complete indexed di- 
gest, constantly revised to date, of all the leading re- 
ports of cases taken from American and foreign jour- 
nals and from the leading surgeons of the Allied’ armies. 
A copy of this big book is sent to every surgeon inthe 
Army and the Army schools. The General -Surgery 
Division “keeps tab” on the surgical equipment for the 
department, selecting the types of instruments and sur- 
gical appliances; it selects the personnel for overseas 
duty. It holds the records of all surgical cases in 
camps and cantonments, and-has kept supervision of all 
operations and. the record of all operating surgeons.

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SUBSISTENCE INspecrors’ ScHOOD. 

Subsistence inspectors from all camps and canton- 
ments and other depots where_such inspectors are loca- 
ted will attend a special school for one week at Washing- 
ton, D.C., is beginning June 24, for the purpose of learn- 
ing methods to standardize the inspection of foods. About 
fifty officers will attend. In addition to lectures, some of 
which will be illustrated by moving pictures and lantern 
slides, general explanations will be given on the purchase 
of large quantities of foods, especially canned goods, 
Particular attention will be given to the. explanation of 
the methods of inspection of this season’s pack of 
canned vegetables and fruits. Following the course of 
lectures the officers will be required to take examina- 
tions and will be required to answer questions on the sani- 
tary precautions needed to safeguard food from spoilage. 
Practically all the men who will attend the special 
course are food experts. Until this time the majority of 
them have not had an opportunity to get in close touch 
with the Subsistence Division of the Quartermaster 
Corps. It is believed that such a meeting will bring the 
inspectors in closer understanding with the requirements 
and standardize their work.

CHANGES IN DRAFT AGE, 

There is much discussion in the War Department 
concerning the many changes that are being considered 
in the draft ages. Secretary of War Baker said that 
he had always-been of the opinion that men nineteen 
years old should be included in the draft and had so ex- 
pressed himself prior to the adoption of tie original 
Selective Service Law. He said that the question of 
increasing the age was a different matter, and one which 
opened up so many other questions, especially that of 
its effect upon industry, that he was open to conviction 
as to the extent that the age should be increased. He 


referred to the generaly accepted fact that young men 


from nineteen to twenty-one years of age were always 
regarded as ideal for Army service, and that young men 
of those ages now in the Service were continually dem- 
onstrating the truth of this. He said that it was prob- 
able that he would not oppose a change that would take 
in boys of eighteen, especially as the inducting of youths 
from eighteen to twenty-one into the Army would have 
a decidedly less serious influence upon the essential in- 
dustries of the country than the increasing of the age 
and the drafting of men over thirty years of age who 
were the highly trained men in the industries. 
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DEVELOPMENT BATTALIONS INSTITUTED. 

Development battalions that were authorized by the 
War Department under G.O. No. 45, printed on page 
1561. of our issue of June 8, have been instituted at 
each of the depot brigade and replacement camps and 
are already showing excellent results in the number of 
men-that have been rendered fit for duty. As we pre- 
viously noted these development battalions are for the 
purpose of conducting intensive training with a view 
to the development of unfit men for duty with combatant 
or non-combatant forces either here or abroad and to 
promptly rid the Service of all men who after thorough 
trial and examination are found physically, mentally or 
morally incapable of performing the duties of a soldier. 


“The complete report required of the officers in charge 


will. be of great assistance in working out the problem 
of. dealing with the temporarily or permanently unfit 
men who have entered the Service. 7 
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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 
Conference Report -in the House. 


When the Naval Appropriation bill, H.R. 10854, was 
passed by the Senate recently it carried amendments 
which added $176,851,999 to the amount voted by the 
House and the bill also included a number of amend- 
ments of existing law. There were in all 172 Senate 
amendments of the bill,.the majority of which referred 
to corrections of text or changes in amounts of appro- 
priations under the various heads. The conferees on 
June 15 reported agreement on all but twenty-three of 
the Senate amendments. Several of these which were 
reported in disagreement had been specially reserved for 
a separate vote in the House at the time the bill was 
sent. to conference. These latter amendments included all 
amendments relating to changes in personnel legislation. 

The Personnel Features. 

The House on June 18 took up the amendments which 
were in disagreement and on motion of Chairman Pad- 
gett, of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, con- 
curred in the Senate amendment authorizing the in- 
crease of the permanent enlisted strength of the Navy 
from 87,000 to 151,485. 

The House refused to concur in the amendment that 
would give the Commandant of the Marine Corps the 
rank of lieutenant general during the present war. This 
and the legislation to provide for increased rank in the 
Navy Dental Corps, to promote temporary officers, fixing 
higher pay and allowances for heads of existing staff 
corps of the Marine Corps, to authorize promotions in the 
Coast Guard, to allow reappointment of Marine Corps 
staff officers to the line, were all seat back to conference. 

In addition to authorizing the permanent increase in 
the Navy the House accepts the conferees’ agreement ‘on 
the Senate amendment giving the President authority 
when necessary to temporarily increase the Navy by an 
addition of 50,000 men. The conferees adopted in an 
amended form the Senate amendment to authorize pro- 
motion of Navy, Marine Corps or Coast Guard officers 
and men on the retired list while on activé duty; also an 
amendment of the Naval Appropriation bill of Aug. 29, 
1916, that prevides for a suspension of the requirements 
for sea service in grade of officers specially designated 
during the period of the war or national emergeney by the 
Secretary of the Navy as performing highly important 
duties en shore and whose services on shore could not be 
dispensed with without serious prejudice to the successful 
prosecution of the war. Thix exemption from sea service is 
limited to officers designat.d during the war and provides 
a period of two and one-half years after the ending of the 
war in which such officers may make good their sea ser- 
vice. 

Laws with reference to promotion by selection are ex- 
tended to include advancement to ranks of commander, 
eaptain and rear admiral in the staff corps; promotion 
shall be made on the basis of fitness alone by selection 
from among officers of rank next below; requirements for 
sea service in grade, length of service in grade, and maxi- 
mum age in grade for promotion shall not apply. 

The conferees accepted ‘the Senate amendment of pro- 
visions that will transfer as a class all members of the 
National Naval Volunteers to the Naval Reserve Force 

Temporary Promotions in the Coast Guard. 

Before voting to send the bill back to conference com- 
mittee for determination of the remaining points in dis- 
agreement between House and Senate, on June 19, Chair- 
man Padgett said regarding the bill for temporary pro- 
motions in the Coast Guard: “I now call up Senate 
amendment 120 and move to still further insist upon the 
disagreement of the House to that amendment. I want 
to state in connection with that that the House com- 
mittee had reported out a-bill with reference to the Coast 
Guard. This Senate amendment embraces a part of the 
bill as reported by the House Committee and other new 
matter. The conferees are in sympathy with the legisla 
tion. The Coast Guard is co-operating with the Navy 
and is a part of the Navy under legislation during the 
war. My idea is to have this sent back to conference in 
order that some proper amendments that have been sug- 
gested by the Secretary may be considered by the con- 
ferees and reported back to the House in an agreement.” 
From the discussion it was clearly indicated that the 
conferees will agree to a greater part of the amendment 
which gives promotion by the running mate principle to 
the junior officers of the Coast Guard. Only a few items 
in the Senate amendments are now in dispute and in 
order to consider them more fully the chairman of the 
Naval Committee moved that the amendments be re- 
ferred back to the Naval Committee for further confer- 
ence. It is expected the bill will become a law early 
next week. Chairman Padgett, in the course of the de- 
bate said, speaking for himself “and as I think for the 
others, the conferees want to go over this matter and we 
are in sympathy with this legislation. I think. the legis- 
lation should be enacted and should be enacted in this 
bill because if it goes out of the bill it will be difficult 
to get cons‘deration of a separate bill in the congested 
condition of the calendar.” 


The Building Program. 

The House on June 19 refused to accept the Senate 
amendment that would have made it possible for the 
Navy Department to pay bonuses to employees in gov- 
ernment plants. This action will leave in the bill the 
same restrictions as carried in the naval bill for two 
years’ past against the use of the stop watch or other 
time measuring device and payment of bonuses in goy- 
ernment piants. 

Except the Senate amendments relating to bonuses 
as above mentioned, the conferees adopted all the Senate 
amendments under the head of Increase of the Navy, the 
most important of which is that the vessels authorized to 
be constructed under the three-year program adopted in 
1916 are to be begun as soon as practicable and not later 
than June 30, 1919. 

The conferees adopted nearly all the Senate increases. 
In the amounts for new batteries for ships of the Navy 
and ammunition for vessels, the Senate totals were re- 
duced by $20,000,000 and $11,000,000, respectively, and 
these amounts were authorized to be contracted for in- 
stead of appropriated outright. 

The Senate amendment to authorize an appropriation of 
$9,150,000 for a Navy nitrate plant which, it is under- 
stood, is to operate at Indian Head, Md., was adopted at 
the same time. 

The House sent back to conference the Senate amend- 
ment providing $550,000 for a railroad to connect the 
=e | ground and smokeless powder factory at Indian 

ead, Md. The House recommended that the amount be 
raised to $850,000. 

Other Provisos Approved in Conference. 

Among the amendments adopted by the conferees were 

the following, which in some cases were slightly amended 
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before ent :; Making a suit in the U.S. Court’ of 
Claims the remedy for recovery of compénsation for use 
of private inventions by the Government. Authorizing 
leasing of waterfront property owned. by a state or mu- 
nicipality and allowing improvements thereon to become 
the property of the lessor upon expiration of the lease. 

The House proviso for the purchase of seventy-five pas- 
senger carrying automobiles and limiting their cost to 
$500 each was changed to provide for 115, of which 100 
are to cost not more than $500 and fifteen not more than 
$2,000 each. The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to 
distribute the high-powered automobiles now owned in 
use in the United States and its insular possessions to 
such places and service as they may be required. 

The conferees adopted all the Senate increases in ap- 
propriations for the Naval Academy, making the total 
$1,252,849, exclusive of public works. 

The title of clerks for assistant paymasters in the Ma- 
rine Corps is changed to pay clerks. 

Other items on which conference agreement was re- 
ported follow : 

Authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to collect rea- 
sonable compensation for salvaging service. 

Increasing the appropriation for aviation about $52,- 
000,000, because of the increased cost of labor and ma- 
terial, the larger type of machines being constructed, and 
rapid changes being made in development of aircraft. 

Eliminating the restriction upon the number of naval 
officers for work in the Hydrographic Office. The cor- 
rection and preparation of sailing charts, sailing direc- 
tions, etc., during the war is of vital importance and its 
supply from abroad is greatly curtailed and it is neces- 
sary to have trained naval men for this work, especially 
during the war. 

Striking out the provision for enrolling transferred 
members of the Medical Reserve Corps and Dental Re- 
serve Corps in the Naval Reserve Force with seniority 
and providing that they may be transferred in their pres- 
ent grades and ranks. The provision for seniority would 
create great confusion and detriment to the Service. 

Eliminating candidates for assistant surgeon from the 
age limit of fifty years. for temporary service in the 
Navy. The need for surgeons in the Navy is very great. 

Authorizing the President to acquire 4,900 avres of 
land at Quantico, Va., now being used under lease as a 
Marine Corps training station. 

Providing for a building for seamanship and naviga- 
tion and other instruction purposes at the Naval Acad- 
emy, appropriating $1,000,000 and authorizing $1.- 
500,000 additional, and a garage at a cost of $30,000 
for the housing of the large number of automobile trucks 
used in connection with the Academy. 

Making funds available for payments made necessary 
on account of legislation at the present session allowing 
commutation to officers. 

Providing for hire of quarters for officers attached to 
submarines during the war when they are required to be 
on shore and Government quarters are not available. 

Appropriating $1,000,000 for the development and 
transportation of coal from Alaska. 

Providing an appropriation of $16,677,200 for the 
purpose of procuring a reserve stock of clothing, arms 
and equipment, and other necessary military supplies 
for the Marine Corps. 

Providing for improving and equipping navy yards for 
construction of ships and to meet urgent needs of navy 
yards, stations and bases and providing for the repair and 
urgent needs of navy yard, stations and bases, as well 
as for construction and purchase of necessary machinery, 
implements, building ways. and equipment; increases the 
appropriation from $4,000,000 to $10,000,000. This 
large increase is made necessary. by the large number of 
naval ships added to the Navy, as well as the large 
number of commercial ships under the control and opera- 
tion of the Navy Department, and which must be repaired 
and cared fer very largely in navy yards. 
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THE SIXTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 

The Vocational Rehabilitation Act (S. 4557) as 
agreed to in conference appearance on page 1627. 

Approval was given unanimously on June 20 by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee to the revised draft 
of the treaty between the United States and Great 
Britain for reciprocal operation of Army draft laws. 
The committee recommended the treaty’s ratification at 
the earliest opportunity. 





Pension and Lighthouse Bilis Passed. 
The Senate on June 19 passed the Pension Appropria- 
tion bill, carrying $220,000,000. 
The Senate on June 15 passed the bill H.R. 11284, re- 
lating to the Lighthouse Service and providing for re- 
tirement therein. The bill was passed without amendment. 


Army Appropriation Bill. 


The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has been 
busy all the week in consideration of the Army Appro- 
priation bill; it has, it is understood, completed dis- 
cussion of the appropriations, and has taken up new 
legislation to .be introduced as amendments. A _ re- 
print of he bill has been ordered and it may be reported 
early next week. A number of minor but impoftant pro- 
visions will be presented that have been pending for some 
time. Among them will be provisions for pay, etc., of 
Army nurses and for additional rank and recognition 
for officers of the Medicai Reserve Corps. The provision 
for the later will not give as many general officers as 
the Owen bill called for, but will create a number of con- 
sultants. It will also “look out” for the officers of the 
Regular Army Medical Corps; providing for an additional 
major general and two brigadier generals for the Regular 
Army, and two major generals and six brigadiers for 
each million men in the National Army. 

Mr. Fall in the Senate on June 14 submitted an 
amendment authorizing the Secretary of War to raise 
by draft, during the fiscal year 1919, not less than 3.- 
000,000 men, etc.; also an amendment proposing to call 
into the service of the United States by enlistment for 
the term of the present war, three or more regiments of 
mounted volunteers, etc., both intended to be proposed by 
him to the Army Appropriation bill H.R. 12281, 

Rank for Retired Pay Clerks. 

Senator Knox on June 18 submitted the following 
amendment, intended to be ‘pro by him to the Army 
Appropriation bill: On page after line 22, insert: 
“Provided, That the pay clerks of the Quartermaster 
Corps, U.S.A., now on the retired list, shall hereafter 
have the rank, pay, and allowances of a second lieutenant, 
and the President is hereby authorized to appoint and 
commission them, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, second lieutenants in the Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., 
and place them on the retired list as such: Provided fur- 
ther, That nothing herein contained—shall operate to 


reduce the pay or allowance now authorized by law for 
pay cierks of the Q.M. Corps. The Senator at the same 
timé “stibmitted an amendment proposing to insert oq 
age %3. the following: “That. the President be, and jg 
ereby, authoriz<¢d to appoint officers of Volunteers, who 
have served five years in the Regular Army, officers jy 
the Nationai Arny at one grade ebove the grade held by 
such persons while officers in the Volunteer Army: Pro.

There is no doubt 
that there have been great abuses on the part of the mey- 
chants in dealing with officers. I have heard of it, and 
I believe every Member of Congress has had some criti- 
cism in regard to it, but that is one of the misfortunes 
of creating a big Army all at once. We started out a 
little more than a year ago with 127,000 officers and 
men, all told, and we have over 2,000,000 now. And, 
while we sympathize with the officers, we cannot afford 
to embarrass the Government in its war administration.”

War Risk Insurance. 

The conferees on June 15 reported agreement on §. 
3882, to amend the War Risk Insurance Act. In lieu 
of the House amendment the conferees submit an entirely 
rewritten bill. According to the amended bill a “parent” 
is to include a father, mother, grandfather, grandmother, 
father through adoption, mother through adoption, step- 
father, stepmother, either of the person in the Service 
or of the spouse. 

A new section penalizes fraud against the War Risk 
Act; another provides that allotments, family allowances, 
compensation and insurance shall not be assignable or 
subject to claims of creditors and shall be exempt from 
all taxation: Provided, That such allotments and family 
allowances, compensation, and insurance shall be sub- 
ject to any claims which the United States may have, 
under Articles 2, 8 and 4, against the person on whose 
account the allotments and family allowances, compensa- 
tion, or insurance is payable. 

Enemy aliens, conscientious objectors, deserters and 
others discharged dishonorably are to lose the rights of 
compensation under the act. The requirements for al- 
lotting pay. are made to exclude the Philippine Scouts, 
the Insular Force of the Navy, the Samoan Native Guard 
and the band of the Navy. The monthly compulsory 
allotment is fixed at $15. 

Various amendments are made throughout the act so 
as to provide for compensation, etc., to the parties ia- 
cluded in the new definition of parent. 

Sundry Civil Bill. 

Carrying $1,761,701,000 for the Shipping Board's 
shipbuilding program; $50,000,000 for the President's 
emergency war fund, and $1,250,000 for the activities 
of the Committee on Public Information, the Sundry 
Civil bill, H.R. 12441, was passed by the House June 15. 
The total of $2,915,000,000 includes the $1,000,000 for 
Mississippi River control; $7,500,000 for the Food Ad- 
ministration, $3,500,000 for the Fuel Administration, 
= for the War Trade Board, $2,800,000 for the 

partment of Labor, $1,150,000 for the War Industrics 
Board, $900,000 for the alien property custodian, $400,- 
000 for the Council of National Defense, and $200,000 
for the National Advisory Committee for Aeronautics. 

Most of the nearly two billions provided for the Ship- 
ping Board is for construction of ships in this country 
and abroad, with $87,000,000 for establishing shipyards; 
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$60,000,000 for operating ships heretofore acquired, and 
$6,250,000 for recruiting and instructing ships’ officers. 

One of the purposes to which a considerable part of 
the Presidential fund has been devoted was the repair 
of enemy merchant ships damaged by their crews before 
they were taken over by the Government. This work 
now is completed. The President pointed out that war 
agencies which at the outset were supported by the 
emergency fund now could be taken care of through 
specific appropriations in the regular way. 


Spanish War Pensions. 


The Senate on June 18 passed the bill (S. 4444) to 
pension widaws and minor children of officers and en- 
listed men who served in the war with Spain, Philippine 
Insurrection, or in the Boxer ‘Rebellion in China.

‘ do not come under the provisions for free medical] 
i ntion the is of a deserter does not seem to have 
I equally clear, for the office of the Surgeon General 
of the Army indorsed a claim of a doctor who had treated 
a @eserter from the Army while the man was a prisoner 
in a Georgia jail. The Comptroller points out that “if 
by absence without authority a soldier chooses to put 
himself out of the reach of medical attendance which the 
Government has provided in hospitals he has no legal 
right to employ a private physician at the expense of the 
United States.” 

In reply to a letter from the Secretary of the Treasury 
requesting an opinion upon certain matters under the 
War Risk Insurance Act “involving to whom payment 
may be paid in the event of the death of the person 
originally entitled’”’ the Comptroller gives it as his opin- 
ion that the classes of persons to whom payments may 
be made are specifically defined in the act as including 
“a wife, an unmarried divorced wife, a child,” and cer- 
tain other classes of dependents. The right to receive 
allotments and allowances “is of such a character that 
the right to receive it must be in person, and no one can 
claim that right by virtue of the right in another.” In- 
surance is not assignable and “shall not be subject to the 
claims of creditors of the insured or of the beneficiary.” 
The Comptroller adds that while the insurance feature 
of the act is for the purpose of support, “the money is 
available for the payment of fumeral expenses, expenses

should be used in the designs and every effort made to 
secure for this purpose the best available talent in the 
country.” The hope is expressed that the first medals 
should only be used as a matter of temporary expediency 
and that Mr. Baker will give the American artists the 
opportunity to design a medal worthy of the cause, the 
country and the heroes who will wear them. It was 
stated by members of the society that little hope was 
held of having their protest heeded “as the medals were 
being made by a Philadelphia firm of silversmiths.” 
This is a striking example of so much of the criticism 
“after the event” that we hear of the War Department 
from civilians.

The society then expresses surprise and disap- 


is very clear and should be particularly well known in 
New York city, where practically every member of the 
Sculpture Society lives who attended the meeting at 
which the above action was taken. Agitation for addi- 
tional war medals was conducted last winter with a 
great deal of vigorous public spirit and patriotism by 
Dr. W. T. Hornaday, director of the Bronx Zoological 
Garden. He wrote letters to the papers, several of which 
appeared in the columns of the ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, 
and urged the creation of such war medals with force, 
variety, and frequency of expression. The members of 
the National Sculpture Society appear to have taken no 
notice of that commendable agitation nor of the passage 
of the bill creating the new war honors. And naturally 
enough in the press of its many duties the War Depart- 
ment had not time to think of a society with which ‘it 
could not be very familiar. 

On the other hand, there were three New York city 
artists who in winning commissions and enlisting in-the 
Camouflage Section of the National Army did not wholly 
forget their antecedent professions. They were Capts. 
André Smith and Aymer E. Embury, 3d, and Pyt. Gae- 
tano Cecere, all of Co. B, 40th Engrs., then stationed at 
Camp American University. Captain Smith, é¢tcher in 
private life, Captain Embury, architect by profession, 
and Private Cecere, sculptor, combined in working out a 
model for the Distinguished Service Cross and offered 
their design to the War Department. This was described 
in our issue of April 27, page 1320. The crux of the 
matter is that these three artists had become imbued with 
the Army spirit of-—“doing something” instead of such 
belated discussion as that of the members of the Na- 
tional Sculpture Society. ;

“On the anniversary of your arrival in France to take 
command of the American troops I wish, my dear Gen- 
eral, to express to you once more the greatest admira- 
tion for the powerful aid brought by your Army to the 
cause of the Allies. With ever-increasing numbers the 
American troops cover themselves with glory under your 
orders in barring the route of the invader. The day is 
coming when, thanks to the superb effort of your coun- 
try and the valor of persons, the enemy, losing the initia- 
tive of operations, will be forced to incline before the 
triumph of our ideal of justice and civilization.

General Pershing has awarded the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Cross to Ist Lieut.

“On May 22, 1918, while on barrage patrol against Ger- 
man photographic machines in the region of Commercy 
and St. Mihel, he engaged in combat five. German. bi- 
plahes, engaging one or more of them in three separate 
combats in the course of twenty-five minutes. One of 
the machines he shot down, and the others were driven 
off, thus fulfilling his mission in a most efficient manner 
and against heavy odds.” 

Lieut. John T. Bissel, of Pittsburgh, has been recom- 
mended for the French Legion of Honor for distinguished 
gallantry displayed at Chateau-Thierry, according to a 
dispatch of June 17. Lieutenant Bissel’s act of gallantry 
in leading his men across abridge’ over the Marne on 
June 2 has been described in our columns previously.

Razors are now being issued to the enlisted men of the 
A.E.F. in overseas service, one being supplied to each 
man with replacements ip case of loss through ne fault 
of the owrer. The razors are of a standard safety type 
and new blades will be furnished when required. In 
addition to the razor, each man is issued a toothbrush, 
comb, hair brush, soap and towels. This is the first time 
in the history of the Army that razors have been issued. 

The following statement is authorized on the number 
of sick and wounded landed in the United States from 
the American Expeditionary Force. Week ending June 14, 
21; week ending June 7, 40. These men are sent to the 
various reconstruction hospitals where treatment and 
facilities for physical reconstruction have been previded. 

The Auglo-American Baseball League is now in full 
swing and creating extraordinary interest in and around 
Lendon, says a dispatch from that city on June 15. Eight 
clubs form the league, four being Ameriean—Army, Navy, 
Northelt and Hounslow—and four Canadian—Epsom, 
Pay Records, Sunningdale and Taplow.

Nary Uniform Question. 





Im view of the recent diseussion over a plan to change 
the uniform of the United States Navy it is interesting 
te mote that im a recent order issued by the chief of the 
French. navy the turn-down collar coat “similar in de. 
Sign to that wern by the officers of the British navy” 
has been officially adopted for the’ French navy. ‘The 
collar devices and the sleeve stripes will of course fol- 
low the models new in use in the French navy. Navy 
officers who have been interested in bringing, about a 
change in officers’. uniforms for the U.S. Navy call at- 
temtion te the fact that the French navy has not hesi- 
tated to make a change im uniform during the period 
of the gréatest war in history. 

Navy Cheplains’ Uniform. 

In view of the recent decision of the Army to remove 
all insignia of rank from the uniforms of Army chap- 
Jains, it- will be of interest to the Navy to learn that 
the Bureau of Navigation has under consideration a 
change in the uniform for Navy chaplains. At present 
the braid on the shoulder straps and the sleeves of Navy 
chaplains is black. If the proposed change is adopted 
the braid will be gold and identical with that wern by 
all other officers of the Navy. This applies to both the 
sleeve braid and the sheulder strap braid. It is also 
likely that a eross or some other suitable insignia will 
be worn om the sleeve above the stripe, where the star is 
worn by line officers. 


Marine Corps Field Exercises at Quantico.

After 
rescuing the airmen the crew of the schooner managed 
to hoist the dirigible on board and bring it safely to 
port. ‘The balloon «developed engine trouble, the pilot 
said, and they had to descend and were resting on the 
surface of the water for twenty-four hours before the 
schooner was sighted. 

A Meteorological Service for the Navy has recently 
been organized as a branch of the Naval Air Service and 
placed under the direction of Prof. A. G. MeAdie, direc- 
tor of the Blue Hill Observatory, who has been com- 
missioned a lieutenant commander in the Naval Reserve.

Sea Duty Pay FoR OFFICERS WITH ARMED GUARDS. 

Navy officers on duty with armed guards on board 
merchant ships and Army transports “are entitled, 
proadly speaking, to the pay provided for officers on sea 
duty,” but “while in the status of being entitled to sea 
pay they are not under existing laws entitled to com- 
mutation of quarters.” The Comptroller gives this de- 
cision in reply fo a letter of inquiry from the Secretary 
of the Navy on this point, the Secretary furnishing 
specific eases of four lieutenants and two boatswains in 
the Navy ordered to such duty as instant cases for the 
Comptroller’s action. The Secretary’s inquiry was as 
to whether these different officers “are entitled to. sea 
pay or shore pay and allowances.” - Having given his 
decision onthe first question, the Comptroller states 
“that if meals are furnished warrant officers, without 
expense to themselves, they are not entitled to commu- 
tation of rations. If meals are furnished at the ex- 
pense of the United States, officers will be required to 
reimburse the Government for the actual cost thereof.” 
If an officer “‘be detached from duty in command of the 
armed guard on beard a particular vessel his right to 
increased pay for sea duty would cease upon detach- 
ment, his future pay status depending upon the charac- 
ter of duty to which assigned under orders.” If, how- 
ever, “an officer be not detached upon arrival at a 
United States port, but continues on duty on the same 
vessel in command of the armed guard, and is employed 
while the vessel is in port, on duties connected with 
training the armed guard of that vessel or with the 
maintenance of the efficiency of the guns and equipment 
thereon . . . he should retain the additional pay 
allowed for sea service if he avails himself of the mess 
facilities and quarters thereon which are provided for 
him on board. If he does not mess and quarter thereon 
he will be deprived of the right to the additional pay 
for sea duty during the period absent. If upon the ar- 
rival of the vessel he be granted leave, he will be enti- 
tled only to the pay to which an officer of his rank and 
grade would be entitled while on leave from sea duty.”

Many women of 
prominence in New York are on the board of managers 
and the executive committee of the auxiliary. The.club 
has received high commendation from the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy.

Turks Seize U.S. ConsuLaTe at Tasriz. 


As a result of an attack made by Turkish troops on 
the American hospital at Tabriz at an unnamed but re- 
cent date, Representative Kelly, of Pennsylvania, intre- 
duced June 20 a resolution declaring a state of war 
with Turkey and Bulgaria. The resolution was referred 
to the Foreign Affairs Committee. On the face of re- 
ports from U.S. Minister Caldwell at Teheran, officials 
are inclined to believe that the sacking of the Ameri- 
can hospital, over the protest of the Spanish Consul, as 
representative of American interests, furnish the neces- 
sary provocation for open hostilities. Advices, however, 
are meagre, and the Minister explained that he was 
only transmitting reports of matters not of his own 
knowledge. American doctors and nurses in the hospital 
are believed to have left Tabriz before the Turkish 
troops arrived. Gordon Paddock, the American Consul, 
reported to the Department May 29 that he and all 
Americans and British were prepared to leave the city 
before the advancing Turkish army; consequently it is 
not believed that z 





Americans were molested. The De- 
partment is trying to get further information and no 
action will be taken until these efforts are exhausted. 
A dispatch from Washington, June 21, says that Secre- 
tary Lansing has left the impression that if inquiry 
showed the attacks were made by an organized military 
force it would constitute an overt act warranting a 
declaration of war. 
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ENGINEER OFFICERS TO TRAIN AT CAMP HUMPHREYS. 

Major Gen. William M. Black, Chief of Engineers, 
announced on June 18 that the Engineer officers’ train- 
ing school will be established at Camp A. A. Humph- 
reys, Va., and will be opened on Aug. 1. There are 
about 17,000 Engineer replacement troops now under- 
going training at the camp for overseas service and the 
facilities thus used will be ready for the training of the 
candidates for commissions who attend the new school. 
From Camp A. A. Humphreys, the work of which has 
been previously described in the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL on pages 1447 and 1531, upwards of 2,000 a month 
have gone overseas and it is expected that by the end 
of the year this number will be increased to 6,000 a 
month as the expansion of the Army cails for more 
Engineers.

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New Passport RESTRICTIONS FOR WOMEN, 


The American Red Cross has sent to the Division 
Bureaus of Personnel the following communication signed 
by Brig. Gen. William S. Graves, N.A., assistant to 
the Chief of Staff: “1. Under no circumstances will the 
War Department approve the issuance of passports to 
go to Europe for the wives, mothers, sisters, or daugh- 
ters of the following classes of persons: Officers or en- 
listed men of the United States Military Forces; male 
civilians employed with the Red Cross, Young Men's 
Christian. Association, or other organizations of a simi- 
lar nature that may be in Europe; civilians employed 
in or attached to the Expeditionary Force. 2. Any of 
the female relatives enumerated in paragraph 1 who 
have recently been to Europe but are at present in the 
United States for any reason whatever are now included 
in the restrictions imposed by paragraph 1. 3. It is quite 
useless for any one belonging to the restricted classes, 
cited above, to request an exception in her case, and no 
exception will be made.”

keep pace with the great growth of the student body and other 
calls upon the Academy. 

The radio station here expects to establish communication 
with its twin station-in France in August.

William 
Lush, the regular Academy coach, will have general charge 
of the series, and will, incidentally, keep his eyes open for 
good material for his ‘varsity squad next year.

Those interested in the Naval Academy are elated over the 
fact that the House members of the conference committee have 
agreed to the Senate item of $2,500,000 for the construction of 
a@ new navigation and seamanship building at the Naval Acad- 
emy, which is also to contain-an auditorium, It is expected 
that the building, which will be similar in ground plan to 
the chapel, but much larger, will be placed where the tennis 
courts are now situated between the temporary barracks of 
the Reserve officers, which are later to be removed. It will 
be the largest building on the grounds with the exception of 
Bancroft Hall. The auditorium, on the upper floor, will seat 
8,000 persons. A _ certain amount™*f preliminary work has 
been done; lines have been marked off and borings made to 
ascertain the character of the necessary foundations. The 
building is to be of gray brick and granite, in keeping with 
the other buildings of the group.

dition to this new building, are the additions to Bancroft Hall 
the radio station and connected buildings, the additions to the 
marine engineering building and the additions to the power- 
house and garage. It has been found absolutely necessary to 


continue the construction work at a high rate in order to 
keep pace with the great growth of the student body and other 
calls upon the Academy. 

The radio station here expects to establish communication 
with its twin station-in France in August.
